They lost one child 
from T.B. #his winter. The father is now himself in poor 
condition. And so the parents are anxious to get this girl 
in the school for a couple of years, both to get a bit of 
training and be cared for physically. The Doctor too is 
anxious to get her out of her home where she is so liable 
to infection. Before letting her into the School however 
he X-rayed her chest to make sure there Was no disease. 

I hope the Department will consider her case and 
allow her to have a couple of years in the School.

In company with Inspector J. R. Bunn, from 
offices of your Department in Winnipeg, I arrived at the 
Norway House Indian Agency on the evening of September 
6th, the trip having been arranged by instructions from 
your Department for the purpose of choesing a location 
for the new Methodist Indian Boarding School, it having 
been reported that a better location than the one selec- 
ted by Rev. Lousley, some months previous, was readily 
available and that although there had been some work done 
under the charge of Mr. Lousley, in the way of excavation 
on the site selegted by him, the value of that work was 
evidently not considered by Rev. T Ferrier, the Super- 
intendent of Nethodist Missions, to be sufficient to set- 
tle the location on a site which, on examination, Mr. 
Ferrier couln not entirely approve of, The views of Nr, 
Ferrier on this matter were stated by him in a letter 
to me dated August 15th 1913, and of which you have 
informed me a copy was sent to your Department by Mr. 
Ferrier, 


It was not possible for Mr. Bunn and myself 
to attend to the business for which we made this 
lengthly trip and leave on the return run of the steamer 
from Warrens Landing to Selkirk, so we had about four 
days time for investigating the various matters in which 
we believed that out opinions would be quite acceptable 
to your Department and in the interests of the Public 
Service, Mr. Bunn had with him a blue print copy of a 
survey plan made by Surveyor MeLean, dated August 10th 
1910, and with the aid of it I had a drawing prepared 
of which a copy is enclosed, that will, I believe, be 

ound to be of use in feference. 


After deciding to abandon the site where 
xcavation had been done under the auspices of the 
ethodist Mission, we examined other paysite locations 

and decided on that which is indicated ¢ the plan herewith 
Four test holes were dug to a depth of tive feet below 
the ground surface at the new location, down through clay 
without meeting any of the granite rock, which is 60 
often encountered in other places near by. both at the 
surface and close to the surface. The lower foot of 
excavation in the test holes showed a hard clay, that in 
my Opinion, has a bearing capacity of two tons per 

square foot, which is more than ample for the purpose 

of this building, The lower clay was found to be of the 
same nature in all of the holes.

House, I was informed in a letter dated November 8th 
1912 that the site "is described as high and dry". 

I now know that such description cannot be replied upon 
for anything but the ground surface and I have to regret 
that we did not provide in the specifications for 
putting weeping drains at the footings of exterior walls 
for such drains are surely a requisite to all buildings 
of a permanent character in this district where the 
basements are to be adapted for usage, More will be 
said in this connection when describing the conditions 
found at the Indian Agents dwelling, 


Under the assumption that the Boarding School 
would be erected on the site selected by Mr, Lousley 
we were informed that water could be obtained from the 
Lake, some seventy yards from the building, and we 
were further informed that a drainage outlet could be 
had within a comparatively short distance from the buil- 
ding. With the new location neither of these conditions 
exist, as will be seen by a reference to the plan here- 
with, I feel free to state that we would make a 
great mistake if the water supply for our building 
were obtained from the source named in the specifications, 
for from my observations of the conditions prevailing 
on September 8th, I can inform you, that the water from 
that source would be unsuitable for drinking purposes 
especially at times of low water in the Lake, 


The new location of the Boarding School, 
and other conditions affecting the district require that 
@ well be sunk for procuring a supply of good water 
and that a system of drainage be provided of much 
greater extent than we had been advised woult suit the 
conditions of the site that had been adandoned, I 
requested Mr, Jno. Little, who is a very practigal man, 
in charge of the construction of the buildings ror which 
Messrs, Snyder Bros. have the contracts, to make 
investigations in regard to the possibilities of obtain- 
ing water by means of sinking a well. When Little tells 
me of his findings I may, at some future time, suggest 
to you a method of supplying water not only to the board- 
ing School, but to the Hospital end possibly other 
buildings, 


Inspector Bunn, will surely report to you of 
our examination of the dwelling occupied by Agent Stewart 
but as I do not know what Mr. Bunn may say, I would inform 
you that the condition. of the dwelling is deplorable and 
thet in my opinion the root of the trouble lies in the 
Basement and foundation walls, which on account of bad 
drainage conditions have been very much damaged by 
the action of frost through past winters. Owing to the 
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Granite rock underlying this district, surface water 
gathers in places which may not be determined from 
superficial observation, and unless such accumulations 
be carried away by drainage, the water will remain and 
in the cold periods when frost extends fully five feet 
below the ground surface, a foundation, especially if 
it is of masonry construction will suffer much damage, 


The Boading School and Hospital Buildings at 
Norway House will be, without doubt, the most important 
erections within a radius of several hundreds of miles 
and inasmuch as the district is most primeval and the 
requirements of drainage have not been investigated or 
properly recorded by others before us we had either to 
anticipate contingencies that might have proven to be 
non-existent, or to act as we have on the meagre 
information given to us when drawing up the specifications, 
On account of what was discovered at the dwelling of the 
Indian Agent, I directed that weeping drains be put to 
the foundations of both the Boarding School and Hospital 
and I hope that the drainage pipes may be delivered at 
the site so that they may be put in place before the 
Contractors stop their operations for this season, 


On the plan herewith we have indicated a 
location for a main drain from the Boarding School 
to the Nelson River or its enlargement named Little 
Playgreen Lake, also a branch from this drain to connect 
to the Hospital Building, The coste for putting down 
of these drains together with the weeping drains at both 
of the new buildings are matters that will have to be 
taken up in due course with the contractors, whose 
representative, Mr. Little, has no doubt by this time 
become acquainted with the nature of the excavation 
which will have to be done for laying the main drain to 
the river as stated, 


If you should desire my opinion on matters 
relating to the Hospital or matters specially appertain- 
ing to the Agency buildings I may give such opinion upon 
request, for as intimated herein I did not confine my 
observations to the Boarding School proposition alone,

you have given to the matter in question. i may say that the affair 


ie of no personal interest to me except as it affects the interests 
of our sehool and the people to whom 1 am devoting my time and ef- 
forts. If the Indian Lepartment and your own will make some arrange 
ment tor the transter of the land to be used, as in many other cases, 
for the benexit of the school, it will work the purpose t had ex- 
pected when writing you. L wrote soon after i had taken charge 
here, as 4 felt that something should be done. it is very expensive 
getting feet and provisions up here, and the cost in many cases 18 
doubled. Where is some lend which could be cleared and used for 
hay and vegetables but the indians and half breeds will never go to 
the expense and trouble unless they have seen someone elee getting 
results. 

i trust that the lease will be granted for a long term 
of years in order to juatify us going to the expense of clearing and 
improving as will be necessary before it is of much use to us.

I have your letter Nolgroin-1A before me and the sketch 

you sent of Hope Island which we have aprlied for in the interests of 
the agricultural intereste of this school.1] have marked the location 
of the improvements of Chae.Sanders the amall peninsula has on it all tk 
the improvements that he has made.He has a house,s small stable and @ 
garden.He has three or four head of cattle and I believe he is eclling 
all but onebh These cattle range through the island. Ye would not wish 
to deprive him of any of his property nor the necessary privipeg@@she ha 
has had for pasture nor fuel. When asking for the island it was in my 
mind to let him have the point where he .livecs,free range for his cattle 
and the free chance to get his wood same as before.However I see a 
possible difficulty that may arise in the future. 

There is a block of good bhantilwhich has been partly cleared 
some four years ago where some wood was taken off,near his peninusla - 
I have marked it as nearly as | can with pencil.I would sugrest that 
No 27.6 and no 11.1 besides his point be left Mt of the rest for the 
present.If he wishes to use that, he will have all and more than he 
will use ,of good land and fire wood. If he should wish to move at any 
time as he has been talking to the south of Lake Winnipeg we could 
buy his improvements and have the complete Island. If our developements 
should encourare him to do likewise he could have a good chance. 

TY have rarked as nearly as I can the spots of the Island that 


has soil that oa be made arable ythe rest is rock and muskeg as well as 
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some that is marked off. We have a shack and stable which I have 
marked and have gone already to sore expense cutting bushes besides 
taking special care in cutting wood with the view of getting it ready 
for cultivation. 
The school is situated on the Indian Reservation and the 

Indians refuse to give any more land.We only have forty acres and 

some of that is rock.We are badly in need of more land and this is 
the only promising prospect:we have. If you could arrange for us to 
have the rest of the island ¢ leaving the portion I have indicated 
near where Sanders lives we would proceed with our improvements and 
make the best use we could of it. 

You wil] understand by this letter that we wick it to be 
made definite that it is to be for the use of the Boarding School. 
The Indians do not need it as they have much more than thev rake use 
of .We are anxious that it be made clear as we do not want to go to 

the expense of improvements until we are assured that we will be 


given the use of it. ; 


It would be a great benefit to this North country if a good 
farm could be developed and I can imagine that the Government would 
be appreciative and interested in such an attempt. This year we have 
corn for table use 6 good many tomatoes ripening on the vines and 
almost every variet of garden produce.We had oats ripen by Aug.20 . 

We are only able to raise a little compared with what we need. In 
three years we have increased our cattle from five to twenty - four. 
Our hogs from none at that time to twenty-four sixteen of these are 
large ones .e are having more sows to farro w soon.We had one tear. 
now two and expect to get another.We have made the old small log barne 


anewer for all this stock,we have cleared thirty acres from bush and 


have some broken and the rest in pasture so you sep we are sincere 
in what we ask for and are careful not to put the epartment to great 


expense in our efforts at developements. I think aleo that you will 
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feel that we are not tryine to do any injustice to Mr Sanders and 
oe ad be the

first to rejoice at any attempt he might make to work 
up a little farm.I shall do anything to adv 


ise or assist him should he 
attempt it. 


I hope this letter is clear and covers the points you wish to 
know.I hope that the Yepartnent of Indian Affairs will be able to take 
over thts island and that tabl but no 27.6 and 11.1 and the peninusla 
where Sanders improvements are will be assigned for the use of this 
School.

There is land just outside of our fence belonging to the 
Indians covered with bush, mostly bushes which for their 
good and ours for pasture needed, should be cleared, Our 
boys could easily do it if the Indians would be agreeable 
but I do not wish to suggest it to them as they think we 
went to take advantage of them about the land. Ase soon 
as it is advisable they ought to be approached with the 
proposition of cutting their school wood:on this place and 
allow the boys to clear and pile the brush. Thies is only 
a suggestion that would require the careful attention of 
your officials. 


We have been looking for information as to whether any 
action has been taken by the Department towards securing 
Hope Island for the use of the school for agricultural 
purposes. We have one side of it cleared and will be 
ready to burn the brush this spring. It should be ready 
where the first cutting was done for the plough as soon 
as it is burned over.

Ae to the agreement,I consider the Indians are get=- 
ting rather the better of it,but the exchagge would put 
all School buildings and property within the School fences, 
and in thie way place theese rropertiee more directly under 
the eye and control of the Principal,and obviate al] dif~ 
ficulties with the Indians. 


Ae regards the roadway to the north of the property, 
it has been necessary each winter to open a road through 
the School property by taking down the fenceseThe making 
of this no longer neceesary,will compensate for the emall 
amount of land given up.

Dear Sir,- 


The principal of the Norway House Boarding School has 
cut and cleared so that it can be well burned, about 40 or 
45 acres of land on Hope Island. ‘This was secured for the 
use of the Boarding School. He is now busy breaking and stumping 
the same, having purchased a stumping machine for this purpose. 
The entire cost will be in the neighborhood of $1,000.00. He 
has also cleared about 20 acres of willow lend by the shore of 
the island and sown the same with grass seed. He hes an excellent 
crop of grass on it this year which will save th purchase of hay 
at Selkirk and having it shipped in. There are about 50 acre 
more of the willow brush land. This could be worked into the 
same condition for hay purposes. 


Would the Department bear the expense of having this willéw 
land cleared? f£ your agent were authorized to do this he could 
furnish employment for some of the Indians. I have discussed it 
4th Mr. Gordon and he thinks it a fair proposition. He assured 
me he would be agreeable to the same providing the Department 
would authorize it done. I would be pleased if the Department 
would take this matter up with Mr. @ordon. I would like to 
point out that there is no better time in the year to do this 
work than during the months of August and September as land 
cleared at that season is seldom fotlowed by any undergrowth.

I have also paid out for labor on the new waterline, and 
repairs to sewer, and oleaning septic tank for Norway House 
Boarding School, the sum of $854.20. My authority for this 
expenditure is somewhat vague, Department letter No. 123-5-5 
of Aug. 3rd, stated that the Winnipeg office had been given 
authority to have this work done. Inspector Toph pred the 
necessary material. I wired him, Aug. 29th, "If we to put in 
pire line by day labor, send ten spades and ten shovels, and 

ine Hundred Dollars, also two hundred feet three eighths, 
pump rod." Inspector Bunn sent forward the spades, shovels 
and red,, but to date I have received no funds. As it was neo- 
essary to have this work completed before freeze up I pro- 
ceeded at once with the work. As to sewer and septic tank, this

I have your No. 4742169, with reference to the 
above mentioned lot, which has been occupied by the Methodist 
Mission for many years, and I note that you wish a statement 
showing the period of occupancy by the Mission. In reply I 
beg to state that I have carefully examined our files and 
the only evidence I have found is contained in the field 
notes of D. Sinclair, Dominion Land Surveyor. These notes 
are dated September 18, 1877, and the lot in question is 
shown as Methodist Mission property. I wish to quote from 
his report: "This Norway House band of Indians is far 
advanced on the road to civilisation, under the joint 
influence of the Hudson's Bay Company and the Methodist 
missionaries." 


May I refer you, however, to page 79 of the annual 
report of the Association of Dominion Land Surveyors, 
together with the papers read at the 14th annual meeting 
held at Ottawa, February 1921. On page 79 the following 
words appear: “Another point of interest, attached to this 
establishment (Norway House), is due to the fact that here 
the Rev. James Evans (1801-46) invented his Cree Syllabic 
characters, which wae an important step towards civilizing 
the Indien. His service was recognized but not rewarded 
by Lord Dufferin when Governor General, who said: ‘The 
Nation has given many man a title and a resting place in 
Westminster Abbey who never 4id half so much for his fellow 
oreatures.' I might point out that the Rev. James Evans 
was a missionary of the Wesleyan Church and his activity 
commenced the Methodist missions among the Indians in this 
part of Canada. 


I wish also to quote from page 264 et ff. 
Alexander Begg's “History of the Northwest." I might point 
out that this work is a recognized authority. "In a letter 
dated Auguet, 1841, Rev. James Evans, General Superintendent 
of the Wesleyan Missions in the Hudson's Bay territories, 
writes as follows: ‘Since my arrival in the country, I have 
visited York Factory, of which I made the committee aware 
last autumn. On my return, I remained at Norway House until 
December, and left it early in that month, to visit the posts 
within my reach. During the winter, I visited Moose Lake, 
the Pas... +--+ + « and returned to Norway House the 
latter end of Maroh.*"

The above information all goes to prove that the 
mission at Norway House wae commenced in the yeer 1840, and 
in an effort to assist you in determining whether Lot 13 
was the site of the original miseion, I wish to quote from 
Bgerton R. Young's "The Apostle of the North." Ghapter 15 
quotes extracts from Mr. Bvans' journels. pag et ff. 
there appear the following extracts: " 

I commenced «& sehool on the opposite side 

Norway House fort, and hed about twenty~ 

to learn. I am teaching them to read the English and their 
own tongue.' + + * =: * 'g5th (also September, 1840) I 
commenced clearing the point of land selected for the 
settlement of the Indians about three miles from the fort, 
and preparing the ground for the erection of mission 
premises next summer. '" 


The point of land referred to is, without doubt, 
the present site of the Methodist mission and it would 
appear that elearing was undertaken in 1840 and buildings 
erected in 1941. 


I trust that thie information will assist you 
in your deliberations.

In connection with Mr. Hoey's memorandum of March 
16th, bearing your notation of the 16th instant thereon, we 
note that owing to a reduction in the amount ineluded in 
the 1948-49 estimates, only the Classroom Building will be 
erected this year. 


We see no problem in connection with the heating 
of the proposed building, and certainly no elaborate heat- 
ing plant will be required. 


For the demands of the school building, it will 
only be necessery to install a relatively small cast-iron 
hot water heating boiler, and at such time es the central 
heating plant is completed, this boiler would be removed 
and a convertor substituted, which in turn would be fed by 
a distribution line from the central heating plent. The 
cast-iron boiler could be used in connection with some 
other service, such as the heating of large quantities of 
domestic hot water for the Residential Sehool. 


With the reduction of the Indian Affairs school 
programme at Norway House, for the 1948-49 fiscal year, to 
the erection of @ standerd type building, our own staff 
will underteke the modifications required, as soon as draw- 
ings and bills of material for the schools in the Northwest 
Territories have been completed. :

He is 
willing to dispose of he house and land to the 
Department for the sum of Three Hundred Dellare.

thie improvement to the Department for the sum 

of Fifty Dollars. I called a Council Meeting 

on Monday the 22nd of vay, to ask the Band to 
surrender these two lets to the Department to be 
used by the Department ef Agency purposes. I 
pointed out how closely crowded together our 
buildings were on the present site, and that I 
wished to remove the stables, ice-houese, and 
warehouse to the land which I was asking fore 
Although the land asked for has not been used 
for years and there ie no prospect of it being 
used in the near future, unlese the Department 
should take it over, yet the Council refused to 
grant these two lots to the Department for Agency 
purroses. The reason for this refusal may be 
traced back to the time when forty acres was 
eurrendered for school purposes. The people ae 
a pand seem to regret the surrendering of this 
Forty acres, and have repeatedly eaid ‘hat they 
would not eurrende@ any more land for any purpose. 
Se in view of thie I would respectfully suggest 
to you that you secure these lots by expropriation, 
and compensate William Sinelair to the extent of 
Fifty Dollare for hie improvements, 

A etill better thing to do, would be to 
expropriate the balance of the Reserve aAnd on 
Roseville Mission Pint. Thies would mean that 
the whole point would be used for School, purpowes,

If thie available land was secured I could put 
the public play ground in better shape, and reserve thes 
two lote for thie purpose. If you see fit to 
expropriate the whole point, we shall be better able to 
make model grounds of our location.&t hhe present 
time both the echool and the Agency are pestered with 
doge and cattle, and when the fly season comes this 
point is the rendezvous for all the Reserve cattle. 

Te expropriate thie point I would suggest putting 
the fence at a point in the Bay marked "A" on the 
plan, to the south limit of the sohool land, this 
would mean that oix men would have to be compensated 
for their houses, and I woukd euggest that Three 
Hundred Dollars for each one is ample compensation, 
with the exception of Alex Neckaway, who has built 
a new house which I would value at Five Hundred 
Dellars.

It is our intention to operate a residential 
school at Norway “ouse under the new Hostel plan. This 
woulé mean the establishment of the following: 


(a) A large day school, which would not only handle 
the day school pupils at present in attendance, 
but would also educate the children from the 
United Church hostel. 


A hostel for some 120 children to be operated 
by the United Church of Canada. This would 
clothe, feed and care for the children of your 
Agency and nearby agencies for whom we cannot 
hope to provide day school facilities. It will 
also provide care for orphans end children from 
broken homes, etc. 


This school will be operated by the Department 
and its teachers will be appointed by the Education 
Division. In other words the Department will be re- 
sponsible for the education of the children while the 
Church will be responsible for the health and welfare 
of those students who require such attention in order 
to get their education. 


It is, therefore, our intention to erect at 
Norway House both a hostel end a classroom block which 
can be used for the purposes indicated above. We have 
also been advised that the Indian Health Services intend

When your letter of 28th June, 1948, was received 
re survey and information concerning proposed residential 
school at Norway House, Man., the District Engineer at 
Winnipeg was asked to take the matter up with Professor 
Herriott who is making a survey for the proposed hospital 
at that place and to report what extra cost would be in- 
volved. No reply was received until yesterday, when the 
District Engineer reported, by telephone that Professor 
Herriott was willing to undertake the extra durvey if he 
could have Professor Riddell join him and assist him in 
carrying it out and have boring outfit shipped from Winnipeg. 
Professor Riddell was to be paid $25 per day plus all expenses. 
If this arrangement was not made, the District Engineer was 
afraid that Professor Herriott would complete the hospital 
survey and come out before authority was received to carry 
out t school survey and asked for immediate decision. As 
the boat was leaving for Norway House at noon, to-day, I was 
not able to consult anyone in your Department, but presumed 
that as this was the only way of having this survey made you 
would be willing to stand the necessary expense. I therefore 
instructed District Engineer Anderson to have Professor Riddell 
and the necessary equipment catch the boat, to-day. 


The District Engineer states that the least time 
requireé for this survey would be from a week to ten days. 
When the survey is completed you will be notified of the actual 
expenditure involved.

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crowded with people; half day classes, not more than 
about three hours daily in Glasses, is the vogue here, 
and the children are euppesed to be outside in the 
fresh air as much as possible. Some swings, slides, 
etc. have been provided for their amusement. A certain 
amount of physical drill is given. The children admitted 
to schools are selected, and these having Tubdercular 
tendencies are climinateds There should be much less 
danger of T.Be infeetion in the school than in many of 
the reserve homes, Yet I doubt if the graduates are 
superior physically 49 the children who have grown up 
on the reserves. 


From the economic standpoint, I would say, 
that so far ae this section of the west is concerned, 
the school training is 6 failure. our girle and boys 
have not learned any relationship between their earn~ 
ing powers and those things (ae to value) which they 
require, to lives Mush of the school work is mechan= 
ised, and on a large scale, and they have net the ini~ 
tiative nor understanding to fit themselves into a 
amaller seale, and to hand work. Farming and stock- 
raising are of little use at Norway House, as we have 
very little arable land, and, in most season, little 
native hay. Gardening is valuable, and will become f 
increasingly so. ‘The ability to drive # horse, and to y/ 
care for him properly, will have a value for a Limited y 
number. Cross Lake has more land and hay, and farm 
training will have a value to the boys of that reserve. 
The majority must trap, hunt, fish, paddle a canee and 
Garry on pertages. They must build and live in winter 
camps, with very little social life for the winter, and 
without elect##e lighting, running water and steam 
heating, such as they have been aceustomed to in the 
school. ‘They must learn to live on a diet much lees 
varied than that supplied in the schools consisting jarge~- 
ly of fish, meat, berries and vegetables. They must not 
be too proud to see the aivantages of the rabbit reve for 
bedding, and moose or deer skin for outer clothiné- 


I have always insisted that the ecucetion 
received by the boys in the schools should so develop 
their intelligence that they should, in a couple of 
years, be our pest trappers, fishermen, trippers and 
freighters. This does not work out in practice. Doing 
the work as they grow up appears to be the best appren- 
ticeship. I am of the epinion that I was en the right 
track some years sage when I asked for and reseives per~- 
mission, in conjunction with the schorl principals, to 
have the older boys take their vacat/on in the trapping 
season, when they could go out and *tsearn how te make the 
sets and care for the traps and the/ fur@. ‘This plan, 
however, did not fit into school programmes very well. 
May I ask that authority be again given to make such 
arrangements for vacations, and that an effort be made to 


place the boys with men who are themselves good Swappers, 
and who would ve willing to teach the boys how ne Souk 
should be done. This might pe done in individue ases 


where it would be likely to prove veneficial, os oe | 
be apphied for the lest two or three years of hat aed

leave it for the winter, If he lives on the reserve 
and jougneye out to his traps, his visits are likely 
to be few, consequently he has dead traps and but 
Little returns If he leaves his family at home, and 
goes out to camp himself, he will be likel to spend 
teo much time visiting his home, His fantiy will also 
oost very much more for support, as they will be de- 
pendent en store goods. Yor this reason I am net 
greatly in faver of aeeistance to the graduates in 
the ferm of house matérial, ot ieast at the present 
time. It may appear to be a retrograde movement, so 
far ao civilisation is concerned, but selfesuppert and 
the consequent self esteem I consider is such more 
important. 


The deorease in crants from beth the Depart- 
ment and the Mission Beard for the coming year will make 
the financing ef this seheel inoreasingly 4ifficult. 

It is hard to say where cuts in costs can be made wi th- 
out disrupting the erganisation of the farmgardens, stock, 
ete. built up by years of effort and expense; or vy re- 
dueing the staff, either of whieh weuld reduce the value 
ef the schoo, training. Wo inorease in pupils, without 

a@ corresponding increase in accommodation, should be 

made. A reorganisation from top to bottem might ve 
effective in redusing costs, and ig dene carefully, 

need not diminish the value ef the work of the institution.

This hes had to be cut mainly on islands in Playgreen Leake end 
has to be hauked in some cases 20 milese Formerly, during seasons of 
high weter, the Indiaw were accustomed to cut the hay in the water, 
spreading it out to drye This was not uncommone Under present conditions 
however, with so much work being available in the harvest fields ( over 
100 men have left this reserve alone for the hervest) it is impossible to 
get men to cut haye However, I am fortunate in having a good crop of 
oats which will te cut green and stacked. In this way, I may be able to 
manage, with careful feeding, through the wintere ‘Th stabling room,

We have a really fine herd of goatee They have been 
a distinct liability thus fare I could make some revehue selling the 
goets milk the hospital, but the Doctor expects to get thdgoets 
milk at the same price as cows fhilk ( umtil recently we were supplying 
cows milk to the iospitel at 5¢ per quart, this has now been increased 
to 10¢)e Goats milk sells normally at about 35¢ per quart, ad I would 
rather use it at the school than sell it at ach low cost. 


We have been unfortunate in our kid production during the 
last two parse This year, out of 15 kids, only ° are nannies. The 
Billies are useless, of course, except for the small supply of goat 
meat which they providee It is impossible to account for this adverse 
production of kidse I am changing the Billy this yeare I have even 
suggested to Dr.Corrigan thet there might be a chance to get some 
real results with his Vitamins in our goat herdseeceese but he does not 
seem to take kindly to the ideae 


Our pigs are a real asset. I have a very fine type of 
Yorkshire and they have done remarkably well w nsidering the very 
meagre and primitive accommodation we lave for theme I wish we could 
have even a little of the fine accommodation and housing some other schools 
havee 


I wish to mke a note of the labour and staff probleme As 
you know, I received material t erect new outside class~rooms, we to 
supply all the materiel and labour that could be obtained here. Owing to 
the shortage of labour ( for logging, hauling end pbuilding) I have been 
as yet unable to build this buildinge In fact, were the labour available, 
finances would not pefmit at present of the expenditure entailed. I have 
the material supplied stored in the warehouse where it will not deteriorate, 
and this work will be proceeded with as soon as opportuntsy affords. In the 
mantime, I an usingg the old outside class-room or the senior pupils. 
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I have also géne into ogg and pultry production, which had not 
been introduced here. I have had some 40 chickens for over a year, and 
this year I purchased 200 day old chicks, out of which 170 have matured. 
Some of these will provide poultry for the hospital, but I will have 
about 150 in egg production during the winter. It was necessary to 
build a chicken house, which is partially compkete, and needs to be lined 
and insulated for the winter.

In the short time of two years this has practically been 
accomplished, except that, owing to the necessity of depending temporarily 
on inexperénced Indian labour, the ot of breeding have not so far been 
properly organized to ensure & steady supply of fresh milk. At th present 
writing we haw witehered 10 head of cattle and & pigs, weighing 5391 lbs 
of beef and 2249 lbs of pork This leaves us with 3° head of cattle of 
all ages, some of which we will butcher if necessary, and 11 pigs, 7 of 
which will be butchered next month. There are also 23 female goats and 
2 male. I have previously told you of our bed luck in the breeding of 
these goats in the past two years. We hope for better returns of females 
nexy yoar.

Incidentally, this condition considerably lessens the value 
of the local saw mill. It has not been possible to get a sufficier amount 
of dry or ahead so as to be available when needed. I have suggested 
that it might be profitable to provide an appropriation to the Agency to 
provide for the cutting of a large quantity of saw logs by the Indians 
so thet dry lumber might be available when needed. The cost of rough 
lumber in Winnipeg is about 955.00 per to which is to be added $12.50 
per li, freight. Lumber can be produced at the mil} here from locally cut 
logs ageiiehitffor $20.00 per M. ‘The investment would appear to be 
profitable, as well as providing employment for the Indians. 


Fish is practically unobtainable this winter. I em getting 
@ small supply from Cross Lale for the school, but it is scarce there also. 
The fur also is scarce as this is one of thaygers the rabbits disappear. 
Should there be any evidences of destitution, which is quite possible before 
Sprinc, a self-ligkidating project such as suggested above would offset 
direct rolief.

I beg to refer to the Acting Director's 
letter File 123-5-14 of December 28th last, regarding 
Mr Caldwell's comments in connection with lumber and the 
operatjon of our local sawmill. 


At the present time we have no lumber on 
hand, and we have loaned to Mr Caldwell 2569 feet of 
lumber from the stock we did have, which he promised to 
replace. Part of the lumber loaned to Mr Caldwe&l came 
from what we had sawed for the refrigerator and part from 
lumber sawn from the advance of $200.00 from Welfare account 
as shown in the statement below. The amount of lumber sawn 
for the refrigerator was 7,000 feet. 


With reference to the advance of $200.00, 
for taking out additional logs for lumber, I may say that of 
this amount I spent $100.00 for $100logs delivered at the 
Agency, and an additional $18.75 for labour hired for sawing. 
Out of the 100 logs, we manufactured 4,740 feet of rough 
lumber, at a cost of $118.75, which works out at $25.00 per 
thousand feet. I have an unexpended balance in this account 
of $81.25. The following statement shows how the 7,000 feet 
of refrigerator lumber and the 4,740 feet of Welfare lumber 
has been disposed of:-

With reference to the penultimate paragraph 
of the Acting Director's letter, I beg to say, that in order 
to provide a supply of lumber to be kept on hand at the 
Agency, it will be necessary for the Department to furnish 
financial assistance to cover the intitdal cost. in 
discussing this matter with our sngineer, Mr Stevenson, we 
figured that, with en advance of a thousand dollars ($1,000.00) 
we can manufacture, something over 40,000 feet of lumber in 
the rough. This sum would cover the cost of taking out 1,000 
logs, hiring labour for_sawing and hauling, and payment of 
the necessary Provincial Timber dues. We would figure on taking 
the logs from Sea Falls Island; which is about 17 miles from 
the Agency. This would involve making 20 trips with the Agency 
motor boat and barge. In connection with Sea Falls Island, 1 
would refer to the Director's letter (No file number given) of 


p.t.0. 
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September 10th, 1942. The work of taking out these logs 
would have to be undertaken*as soon as possible, before 
the snow goes, so as to avoid swamping the logs over dry 
ground. Will you please advise me immediately if the 
necessary sum of $ 1,000.00 mentioned above will be 
provided by the Department. If so, it will be necessary 
to forward the amount in currency. 


Once we have a good stock ci’ umber on hand 
such as the 40,000 feet mentioned, we will no Goubt be 
able to keep this stock pretty well up by crediting the 
Welfare account with lumber used for Agency or Medical 

urposes, by A charging these two votes at a rage of 
325-00 per thousand, which is the cost of manufacture, and 
with the futids thus accumulated get out more logs and make 
more lumber. At the present time,there is due the Welfare 
account $44.40 for 1776 feet of lumber at $25.00 per M 
used for Agency purposes,also, $18.75 for 750 feet of 
lumber used for Medical purposes. These amounts will be 
transferred from Administration and Medical accounts 
respectively as soon as balances in these accounts will 
permit. These balances are rather low at the present time 
as it is so close to the end of the fiscal year. When 
these amounts are transferred back to the Welfare accouné 
the latter balance will be $144.40 a= am As shown in the 
foregoing statement 1,990 feet of lumber has been loaned to 
the school from this account which will eigher have to be 
replaced or paid for at $25.00 per M. The amount used for 
coffins is of course a direct charge against the Welfare 
account.

I quote herewith from a letter received today 
from the Principal of the Norway House Residential School:- 


"Owing to the extremely high water I shall not be able 
to cut hay this year with the team of horses. If we 
use the scythe we shall have to cut the hay standing 
in waist high water. I have been to look at the hay 
fields and I find that the water is right up to the 
willows. This means that I shall have to buy hay from 
Winnipeg or Selkirk." 


"I have 21 head of cattle and 4 head of horses. It will 
require at least 40 tons of hay to winter them. This 
involves heavy expense and my funds will not stand this 
unusual expense. May I therefore ask the Department to 
pay the freight on the hay I shall have to bring in?" 


Will you please advise me by return mail if the 
Department will pay the freight as requested by the Principal? 
the rate of freight from Winnineg to Norway House is $12.00 
per ton, or $480.00 on the 40 téns he requires.

I have the honor to recommend for your consider- 
ation the advisability of closing the Re C. Boarding School 
at Water Hen River Reserve, Manitowaph Agency, and the 
transfer of the pupils of that institution to the school 
at Pine Creek. 

My reasons for making this recommendation are that 
the two schools are only about thirty miles apart, and 
the desire of most of the parents that they would like 
the children to attend at Pine Creek where the facilities 
for taking care of the pupils is so much better than at 
Water Hens 

AS yOu are aware the authorities of the Re. Cc. C. 
have lately erected a very large and substantial school 
building at Pine Creek, with accomodation for I00 pupils, 
this school is operated by a number of Sisters of the 
Church under the management of Revd. Father Chaumont, 
and is in every sense a desirable institution for th 
training of Indian youth. 

I have further to report that the closing of the 
Water Hen School meets with the approval of the Church, and it 
would appear that the new school building at Pine Creek 
was erected with the idea of gathering R. Cc. pupils 


altogether at that point.

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From my own observation I have never been able to 
see why two boarding schools of the same denomination 
were located so close together. 

As the Water Hen Boarding School is not named, or 
recognized, as such, by the order in council relating to 
the education of Indian children, 1894, under section 
II of Cap. 32, 57-58-Victoria, I presume you have full 
power to deal with the mattere 

If this recommendation meets with your approval I 
would suggest that the school be closed at the end of the 
present fiscal year, and the per Capita grante-if any-- 
be transferred to the Pine Creek School, less suf ficient 
to operate a day school at Water Hen, providing enough 
children of school age remain on the reserve to make it 
worth while. 

Should you decide that it is not advisable to close 
the school I would strongly recommend that the Church 
authorities be advised to procure a new principal for 
the institution, as from my own observations, and reports 
received from undoubted authority, Mr, Adam, the principal 
«-from his intemperate habits, and for other serious 
reasons, is unfit for the positions 

Por confirmation of this, I would refer you to 
Reva. Father Camper of St. Laurent, who appears to 
be the ecclesiastical head of Indian educational work in 
the district, and a man whom I think has the confidence 
of all who come in contact with him.

The sehool quarter section is not fit for 
agricultural purposes 4s it is one masa of boulders, 
small and large. 

Undoubtedly it is township No,34, not 24, that

If I may express my opinion candidly in the 
matter, I am averse to granting the school more land 
for agricultural purposes, because it is well known that 
those Indians are not inclined to agriculture. They take 
Little interest in their gardens outside of potatoes, and 
4t is difficult to get them to take care of their cattle 
during the winter. 

The local district is not favorable to grain 
growing, as with the frozen lake on one side and swamps 
and marshes on the other, the springs open up too late 
for seeding. 

The fishing and hunting are poth good up there 
yet, with every probability of remaining so for many

My people therefore earnestly hope that 
the promise given to Mr, W. J. Ward by the Department there at Ottawa 
that an investigation will be held by Commissioner Grahame will be 
fulfilled. 
I have a matter in which I am person 
that I ask your aid in pringing to & conclusion sat 
About a year ago I took action against a white man 
of a daughter of mine. Police Magistrate T. H. Whale of Winnipeg- 
osis gave judgment against the white man and the sum of $200,00 
was placed in the hands of Agent Ogletree to pe paid to me at the 
rate of $5.00 per month for use in the maintenance of the child 
borne by my daughter. There remains now of this money the sum of 
$140.00 in the Bank of Montreal at Portage la Prairie, Manitoba. I 
have asked Agent Ogletree to let me have the full amount of this 
$140,00 at once so that I may invest it in milking cows now that 
they can be bought at a low price. Rach saturday a gasolene boat 
calls at this Reserve and collects Cream for the Winnipegosis Cream- 
ery. If I can get the money into my hands I can buy seven cows 
and by selling cream obtain a revenue of $12.00 to $15.00 a week.

forwarded me, dated the 14th of August 1924. 


This will be signed by the Reverend Fathers 
Oblates and by the President and Secretary and on the 3rd page 
one of their officers will make the affidavit that the 
Corporation is the registered owner of the lands. The 
affidavit immediately below that will be taken by an authoriaed 
agent of the Indian Department who 'will set out the value of 
the property conveyed, which is, I presume, $81,000.00, 


I took up the matter with the Registrar 
of the Dauphin Land Titles Office, and he said he 
would allow the five Certificates of Title which cover the 
land in question, to be put in one transfer. I have therefore 
just prepared the one, and have attached the schedule showing 
the land. He suggested as a description lote 1, 2, 3 & 4 of 
the Pine Creek Settlement in Manitoba as shown on the Dominion 
Government Survey of the said Settlement, excepting the part of 
the lots covered by the surveyed road crossing the same and 
excepting further from the said lot 4, that part thereof taken 
for public road, covered by plan entered and filed in the 
Dauphin Land Titles Office under No. 501. This plan #501 
referred to he states, was entered and filed in that Land Titles 
Office on March 4, 1924 and purports to be under the Expropria- 
tion Act, namely R.S.M. 1913 Chapter 69, There would also have 
to be excepted the church property.

7 double desks are damaged ( broken ), 
12 double desks are unfit ( in bad condition ) ; I ha- 
ve to add that 10 double desks are too small for our elder 
boys and girls. The proper seating accomodation is thus 
reduced to 80. Now the pupilege for boarders is 81 ; 
we Also have an average of day pupils from 12 to 20. 
The seating accommodation should then be about 100.

There is a boarding school on this reserve, 
run under the auspices of the Roman Catholic Church. This 
school was built by the Church authorities in 1900 but has 
recently been purchased by our Department. It is built of 
granite stone- the size of the building ie 50 x 115 x 40, 
having a basement and three storeys. It is fully modern. 


There are also a number of outbuildings such 
as a stable, implement ehed, graneries, pig-sty, carpenter 
shop, blacksmith shop, chicken house, ice house, store 
houses, etc. The buildings are all in good shape and were 
painted about 5 years ago. 


The only defect I saw in the building was the 
shingles on the roof of the school, they have never been 
painted and are beginning to rot away.

I beg to submit here enclosed the area of the school 
house roof, together with the estimates of renewing same. 
In this connection I may say that this work is quite necessary 
and that help from the Department would be much appreciated. 
I enclose a photo, which will give you an idea of the roof, as 
it shows with ite different sections. 

If the roof is renewed, it would be well to 
paint the garret windows and the roof cornice 80 that the 
whole work looks well. In the same time I have to say that 
the eave trough is in bad order and too narrow; in big 
rains some part of the house become wet. It would be well 
to have it renewed, while the scaffold is put up for the 
roof. 

As to the labour, it could be done partly 
by two employees of the school; but we would have to hire two 
men from the vicinity, so that the work is not proteacted 
too long, ae rain is very frequent in this pert.

phe Ae In answer I beg to say that I am 
touch with the Cusson Lumber Co.,St. Boniface, 
Man. ,also with the Stendard Lumber 6o.of Man., 
Winnipegosis,and J, J. Crowe Co. ,Winnipegosis, 
Man.,s0 as to find out the lowest cuctations 
for the same cless of good materiel. 

As fer 68 I can see The Stendard 
lumber Co.,on account of their mill and extended 
business ,are going to give the most suitable pri- 
ces. They would not be able,however,to take up 
the work of renewing the roof. Still I can obtein 
good carpenters from the locality and have the work 
done more satisfactorily yet than with men hired 
by a contractor. We desire ourselves that the 
roof be put it perfect shape,that it my last 50 
years. 

To have the work properly done,it 
4e necessary that it should be finished not later 
than the first week of October. Therefore time is 
very limited,for it will take over two weeks from 
now before we have all the material : we are so far 
away from cormunicetions. For thie reason it shall

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be required thet ordere be given not later than a week 
from now. Therefore it is 4mpossible that I wait for 
the enswer from the Department before placing the orders. 

Here is what I propose to do. 

I will place the orders for all the required good mate- 
rial wherever I will find the best prices. I will hire 
feliable men and see thet they do the work conscientious- 
ly,so thet the roof is renewed strongly and with an 
attractive appearance. I will follow the work myself, 
and with estimates elrady received,1 pledge myself to 
heve all the work done for the sum of twelve hundred 
dollars. 

As mach a8 I can gee,the shingles 
shall be bought from the Stendard Lumber Co.,the soaf- 
folding from Jim Wright,who is running & mill just now 
16 miles from here on the Winnipecosia Lake, the stain, 
eave troughs with eccessories from The J. H. Ashdown 
Hardwere,Winnipeg. 

The Cuseon Lumber Co. for the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars would not be able to hire men 
from the city ; they would heve to hire them from the 
locelity,at lower wages,end they do not seem over anxious 
to take the work. They would be glad,however,to gell 
the material. 

I hope my proposition will be found 
satisfactory by the Department. Should it not be 
thought satisfactory,1 would be thankful to receive 
a wire immediately.

On August 22nd. 1927 I heave written you 
that you may find out from the Indian Department 
how matters are ; but I have failed to receive 
any reply since. 

Now I beg to state that it is impossible 
for use to wait another year to have the floors re- 
newed,as they are too worn out altogether and in the 
same time too unhealthy,for dust gathers considerably 
in the enlarged cracks. I wish you would insist 
that the Indian Department be kind enough to have 
the work authorized at once. You have seen these 
defectuoue floore yourself and you must have formed 
your opinion about them.

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Another fire escape could be set to give 
access directly on the girls' dormitoty on the third story, 
also on the girle' infirmary,sewing-room and Sisters’ quar- 
ters on the second story. 


2- New Fire necapess Ae 


I would recommend buying durable and effecti- 
ve Fire Hoses,which could be rolled on fitted racke,so that 
in ease of need the hose could unwind quickly in pulling it, 
and that,when left,it would have no crease. The rubber, 
being occasionally moistened,could then last for years. 


3- Cement Engine Room in stables. 


I would recommend cementing a11 around the 
room in which the pump and engine are located in the stables. 
Thus no propagation of fire by engine could take place. 


These changes,to my estimation, together 
with the necessery care and watch,cleanliness on premises 
and regular drills,would lessen considerably any danger 
of fire. 


I enclose estimates for these changes, 
asking the Indian Department to be benevoflent eneugh 
to authorize them and to grant subsidy for them. 

They may be found to raise to a fairly high amount ; 
still they would help to save the buildings and ,particu- 
larly,the lives of pupils. 


I have sent to Mr. Graham,Indian Commissioner, 
estimates of new fire escapes and of new — However, 
I put in these estimates only 265 ft. as lenght of fire ho- 
ses ; thie,efter keener consideretion,has not been found 
to give adequate results : 50 ft. would be the right lenght. 
Again in the estimates included for Mr. Graham I did not 
speak of the engine room. I would,therefore,submit the 
enclosed estimates as the more accurate ones.

Dear Sir, 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 6th inst. relatively to precautions against fire 
and to say that we will do our best to follow your wise 
directions. In the same time I am sorry to state 
that the present fire escape facilities are not adequate, 
also that the fire hoses are rather in & poor condition, 
and finally that the engine room in the etabic is dange~- 
rous. 


l- Fire escape facilities. 


There has teen up tc now only one fire escape. 
Aceess may be had on it on the thit#d story only from 4 room 
situated between the boys’ and the giris' dormitories : 
this room has to be kept locked on both sides so a8 to cut 
out all possible communications between boys and girls. 
On the second story access may be hed only from the girls’ 
infirmary. 

Purthermore this fire escape consists of an 
dron stairease,which in winter may be slippery with ice 
and therefore not completely safe. 


2- Fire Hose. 


At my lest inspection of the fire hoses I 
found out that they are no longer very effective for the 
reason that they have been kept folded from the beginning, 
instead of being rolled over a rack: the creases, through 
heat and time,have had the rubber inside to split. 


$= Engine room in stable. 


Qur pumping plant is situated in the 
stables,where we can easily draw the necessary water 
for the school and stables. Still an engine remains 
dangerous ,specially in stables,where hay is kept on 
the loft and around. We have an isolated room with 
a cement floor,but fire mey catch on the partitions, 
which consists of boards. 


I would sugcest,for more security, 
the following changes ,which I ask the Indian Department 
to kindly consider,and if found proper and opportune, 
to have them ordered as soon 65 possible with the re- 
quired assistance. 


l- New Fire Escapes. 


I would recommend doing away with the 
present Fire Escape and building 2 new ones of pipe 
with platforme. I have found the pipe escape givin 
easy and prompt evacuation in other schools. 

One pipe fire eseape could be eet 
to'give directly access on the boys' dormitory on the 
ase’ story,and on the upper class-room on the second 
story.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to mke reference to your welcome 
letter of August 17,1927, No. 126--1-5,in which we 
are authorized to renew the roof and gutters of the 
school for the sum of $ 1200.00,and to say that the 
work is now completely finished. 


Here is what we have done. We have torn off 
the old ehingles and the mortar on which they were laid; 
we heve laid No. 1 Shingles on first class roofing pa- 
per ; the shingles we have painted with two coate of 
black Valdure Asphalt Paint ; we have put new and lar- 
ger eave-troughs and guttere. We have also profited 
by the fect thet we had the soaffolding to paint in 
white the garret windows ( 3 coats of white lead ) and 
the other windows of the school ( 2 coats ). Seeing 
again that the outside window sills were rotten,we 
had them replaced by cement sills. 


We have done a first class job,which could 
not have been obteined by contractore,seeing that every 
shingle was put properly. The work has changed the 
appearance of the school one hundred per cent. 


Although we have obtained more than reasonable 
wages ,the total amount of expenses went over the sum of 
% 1200.00 to reech the amount of # 1,678.97. 

When we have made the estimates for 4 1200.00,we had in 
mind to use for stein Lamp black with Linseed Oil. It 
would have cost only $ 48.70. Since,we have mét with 
a very good product,used by the best store of Winnipeg, 
the Eudson's Bey Co.,to wit,the black Valdura Asphelt 
Paint,which cannot be surpassed for painting shingles, 
for the fact thet it gives a lasting color of great pre- 
serving qualities end that it spreade under the covered 

\ shingles. We were told that one barre] would extend 

\\for two coats, but we found out that two barrels were 
needed and I ordered another barrel by express in order 
to finish the work before frost. I had borrowed Linseed 
O11 from local stores and I gave them beck from the or- 
dered barrel. The two barrels of Veldura Paint and 
barrel of Linseed 011 came to $ 286.90 and the work, to 
be thoroughly done,was considerably longer than for ap- 
plication of stein. The fact of painting the win- 
dows extended slso the expenses,but we thought it could 
not be left out since the scaffolding was up. 


Ome thing I can say is thet no better material 
could be bought and that it could not be found under chea- 
per rates,also that no other men would consent to work 
for such low wages,a part being given gratis,lestiy thet 
the work could not be done any better by any body. 


Therefore I feel thet the Indian Department 
should be over satisfied and will make no objection to 
pay the expended amount. I have promied to settle be- 
fore the end of the month. 7

u‘will remember % the Pev. Principal of the Pine 
Creek Indian Residential ool proposed to renew the roof and 
the eaves of the main building for the sum of $1200 - the 
Cusson Lumber Company, of St.° Boniface, Man., were to cooperate 
in this undertaking, which was approved by the Honourable the 
Superintendent General. While you were in Western Canada, the 
Rev. Principal wrote to the effect that he could secure better 
prices by dealing with firms other than the Cusson Lumber Co. 
who, he stated, did not seem over anxious to take the work. As 
the building season was well advanced, he stated that he was 
proceeding with the work, following the lines of his second 
proposal. As somewhat different authority had been given him, 
I could not approve of his action, but I did not care to cancel 
all authority, for two reasons - the improvement was urgent 

and it was svidently being effected in as economical a manner 
as possible.

The Rev. Principal reports that the old shingles and 
mortar have been toWh off, No. 1 shingles laid on first grade 
roofing paper and the shingles painted with two coats of Asphalt 
paint. New eave troughs and gutters have been put on. Certain 
additional work was done, as the school management wished to 
profit by the presence of the scaffolding. All windows were 
painted and the outside window sills, whic! had rotted, were 
replaced by cement sills. The Principal further states that 
first class materials only have been used, that suitable labour 
was engaged at the best possible rates and that the school's 
appearance is now improved 100). 


$1500 was provided for improvements at this school - 
reshingling and new eaves $1000: painting 3500. If you are 
satisfied with the manner in which the work was done, I 
recommend the payment of the accounts.

We hed to bring him hurriedly to the 
Dauphin hospitel,where an operation took 
place in which hie left eye was taken out 
and the fractured forehead put back in pla- 
ce. The poor man may loose the other eye ; 
his case just now is considered desperate ; 
but we will do our best to save him. 
Unfortunetely my funds are now completely 
exhausted,and I wish the Department would 
help me & little to pay the hospital and 
doctor's bills.

I bee to make reference to your letter of 
the 2nd.*of December ,1927,in which you authorize me 
to ineur the expenditure required in lining the inside of 
the engine room in our stebles,in order to prevent all 
danger of fire,etating that the Department expects #11 
costs to be kept as low as possible and that the school 
should do the work without cost. 


I heave comruntéated with an expert of the 
J. H. Ashdown Harware Co. of Winnipeg to find out the 
cost of asbestoslate and asbestos paper and to know 
the beet material which,at lowest costs,could be used 
for safely lining the engine room in a permanent way. 
I was advised that on account of water in the engine 
room,where the pumping of water is done,and on account 
of lower cost and better service ,Galvanized Iron should 
be used. 40 Sheets of Asbestos Mill Board would have 
been required,the cost of which,at 1/8 in. thick came 
to $ 29.00 -which thickness was hardly satisfactory - ; 
at 3/16 in. thick,the cost would have been $ 44.00, 
Therefore T have ordered and used Gelv. Iron. 
The work has been all completed,and the engine room 
ie now completely safe ageinet any possible fire

I have to state that ene oors have become very 
bad and that I am now ashamed to bring in visitors 
to see the echool. Furthermore other floors are 
wearing out,euch as the floor in the junior recrea- 
tion room on the girls side. The amount I had asked 
was * 435.00 nearly two years ago ( on August 2na., 
1926 ) This amount would hardly be ehough now, 
except I can purchase birch flooring at special pri- 
ces at the Stenderd Tumber Co. - Winnipegosis- Man. 
This birch flooring would last nearly as long as 
maple. I was trying to deel last year with the 

said Co. and they were resdy to give me very good 
bargains for the fact thet few people are asking 

for it just now. 


I would be very thankfpl to know if the 
Department has included in the estimates of 1928- 
1929 the sum of # 435.00 for the renewal of our 
floore and to be allowed to proceed with the 
work shortly. 


In the same time I bee to remind the 
Department that I hed asked for the inside pain- 
ting of the school which has not taken place for 
the last 15 years. I understend that this item 
was also to be included in the estimates for the 
amount of $ 600.00,

I have your letter of the Slet ultimo, with 
reference to flooring and Anterior painting that is 
required at the Pine Creek Indian Residential School. 

I am pleased to inform you that the Deputy Superintendent 
General has approved of earrying out these improvements 
this year. Funds were provided in our Ustimates for the 
pose, You may purchase the necessary quantity of 
rig! from the best source of supply. It is under- 
stood at you will buy es reasonably as possible and 
that the expenditure for the flooring and for the labour 
will not exoeed $475. I will forward to you, under 
peparate cover, labour returns, which should be kept in 
duplicate, showing the time and the receipts of the men 
employed. The members of the etaff and any of the older 
boys at the sehool that assist should give their labour 
without payment. The account for flooring, in duplicate, 
should be certified by yourself and forwarded to the 
Department for payment, with an explanation concerning 
any other tenders that were received. When we are in 
receipt of the labour returns, showing payments that 
you have made to whatever men are engaged, a sheque 
will be directed to you in reimbursement. 


With reference to the interior painting that 
is required, I have to request that you will prepare 4 
list of the materials needed and will call for prices 
from the best sources of supply. You should forward 
these, with your recommendation concerning the purchase, 
and indicate if school labour could do the painting. 
The Department suggests that one competent painter be 
engaged to oversee the work. You might let me know if 
you gan. secure the services of such a worker.

I reported fully on this school two years 
ago. The Principal is the Rev. Father J. Brachet. There 
are eighty children attending the school. The school 
-building-

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building is of stone, and is in a very fair state of 
repair, with the exception of the stcrage for water, and 
the lighting. The water is pumped from the river by a 
gagoline engine into six storage tanks, three of which are 
situated in the centre of the building up sear the roof. 
Two are in the girls' dormitory and one in the boys' 
dormitory. These tanks filled with water in the centre 
of the building are, naturally, quite a strain on it, but 
this is not all, they are now practically useless, and @ 
change will have to be made, as they are continually 
springing a leak and the water coming through the ceiling 
and down through the plaster does a lot of damage, and 

the sooner these tanks are replaced the better. The 
question is whether the tanke should be replaced by others 
of the same type, or @ pressure tank placed in the basement. 
There is a place in the basement which could be utilized 
for this purpose if we decide to install a pressure tank. 
I also wish to bring to your attention the matter of the 
lighting system. This school is lighted with acetylene 
gas, and in the past two years there have been two 
explosions. Last winter an explosion took place which 
very nearly killed the Engineer, and it is 4 miracle that 
it did not. One eye was completely knocked out, and his 
face was badly burned, There are still open wounds on 

his face from the effect of this, although he spent three 
months in the hospital. In my opinion the school should 
be wired for electric lighting, and 4 plant instelled. If 
the Department should decide to do this, the installation 
of a pressure tank and lighting plant could be carried out 
at the same time. A new engine would have to be supplied, 


as the one in use now would not be large enough. The 


engine that pumps the water 18 in the stable, which is 
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Situated about half way between the school and the river. 
It draws the water from the river to the barn, and then by 
pressure #reneeike pulp, from there to the tanks in the 
school, and is distributed throughout the school from the 
tanks by gravity. I was three days on this rese:ve, but 
as it was during the weekend when the school was not in 
session I did not have a chance to examine the classrooms, 
but I had a good opportunity of meeting the Indians and 
seeing what was going on around the school and on the 
reserve. I mst say that I was very favorably impressed 
with the Principal, the Rev. Father Brachet; he is highly 
respected by the Indians, and has a great influence on the 
reserve. What pleased me more than anything was the fact 
that I could see the influence of the school wherever I 
went on the reserve. This, no doubt, 18 what the 
Department expects on every reserve, but you are aware in 
how few cases it can be seen. In this place, however, it 
4e very noticeable, and it is largely due to the Principal. 
There are numerous outbuildings at the school, all in a fair 
state of repair, but very little has been done in the way 
of repairs for the last few years, and an item should be 


placed in the Estimates for general repairs; it need not 


be large, as ,if the matérial, etc., is purchased, the school 


authorities will do the necessary work. As regards fire 
protection I may say that the fire apparatus is in good 

shape, as everything has been renewed and there are sufficient 
fire extinguishers and hose to meet the requirements. A 

door opens from the two dormitories out onto & platform, and 


from there a sliding pole leads to the ground. Fire drill

possible is being done to guard against loss by fire.

I am glad to let the Department know 
that we have performed the work of painting 
the inside of the school with two coats, 
using the services of Victor Marmounier, 
of 114 Jefferson Ave. ,Winnipeg,as foreman 
to oversee the work. We have furnished him 
with the necessary help ; we have also boarded 
him and we have paid his transportation expen- 
ses from and to Winnipeg. 


Mr. Marmounier had to do long hours 
in order to keep out soon from being in the 
pupils' way. 


The whole school has been painted, 
except in a few places where alterations 
are needed and are to be asked from the 
Department. 


The painter has asked subsequently 
# 92.75 worth of paint,in order to do the 
work satisfactorily. As the inside of the 
school had not been painted for the last 
16 years,in places it needed three coats; 
thus the work has been prolonged.

Referring to your letter of the 
27th. September last, No. 126-1-5, and my reply 
of the 4th. instant, in connection with the matter 
of a water supply and lighting for the Pine Oreek 
Indian Residential School, I beg to say that I am 
now in receipt of a complete réport regarding the 
water situation and the lighting and I would strongly 
urge that this work be completed at once, if the 
Department can find the funds, as it would mean a 
great deal to this school. As far as the water is 
concerned, all that is needed is the renewing of the 
present tanks, This would eliminate any charges in 
changing the pipe system, and the cost would only be 
$250.00. The installing of a lighting system which 
would be ample for their requirements would cost 
$1943.00, plus the board of men while installing, 
which would be a small matter. Mr. Sharpe, the 
Manager of the Delco Oompany here, who is an authority 
on lighting, made a trip to Pine éreek under difficult 
conditions in order to give this matter careful con- 
sideration, and I am satisfied that if the authority is 
given, the situation will tbe cleared up at this school 
and everything oan be put in good shape before winter 
sets in. I should be glad if the money could be made 
available so that we could take aaren seg ze of the

Reverend Sir: 


I have to inform you that the Very Rev. Father 
Provineial has handed to the Department, today, your List 
of the improvements that are required at the Pine Creek 
Indian Residential Sehool. The Department intends to 
place an amount in the Estimates for this purpose; but, 
in the meantime, it is considered desirable to have a 
definite proposal from you goncerning the best method of 
having two of the improvements effected. I refer to the 
alterations in the basement ~- Nos. 3 to 6, on page 1 of 
your list. Please let me have an estimate of the cost 
of the materials in this connection and indicate what 
expert labour, if any, it will be necessary to engage. 


I should be glad if you would let me have a 
rough sketoh of the proposed laundry addition ~- such 
laundry to house a power washing machine, a steam boiler, 
an extractor and later, 4 dry: tumbler. I do not 
believe it advisable to have a dairy placed in the same 
building as the laundry, and I wish you would seriously 
consider the suitability of such an addition for 
employees’ living quarters, before making a reocommend- 
ation. Please let me know whether this building should 
be of stone or of frame and if you sould supe se ite 
gonstruction on a day labour basis. You might also give 
me an estimate of the cost. 


The Department is not prepared to favourably 
consider the supplying of a frigidaire, as this requires 
considerable electric power. It is not our practice to 
supply water softeners either. I may say that Mr. 
Commissioner Graham, next spring, will be given authority 
to complete arrangements in gonnection with the electric 
plant and lighting and the renewing of the water tanks. 
When you are considering the alterations in the basement, 
you ould keep in mind the advisability of allowing room 
there for the electric plant.

Reverend Brother Eugene Gauthier has been wérking for 
nearly a month at Pine Creek Indian Res. School,inspecting the Building 
and drawing sketches for the proposed alterations and improvements. 

I beg to submit to you his report in full. 

After a thorough inspection of building and equipment my remarks 
are that the conditions od the building itself are good,except for the 
Sagging of the center part,on account of the weight of the water tanks 
for the scool supply.As can be seen on the second floor plan,one tank 
only is in that center part;butthere are also two other tanks immediate 
ly above in the attic to supply the dormiteries. 

The capacity of the tanks in the attic is I200 gallons and the om 
shown in the center of the dormitory is 500 gal.,making a total of 1700 


—f0t..8 wei gat of nearly té‘tons-exactly 17850 pounds. These tanks should 
e

removed as §00n aS possible for the sosety of the building. 
In I1912,the longitudinal center par on,shown on the Basement 
plan,has been raised,and a new concrete foundation built under it.There 
is too much on it besides the floors above and the roof.Provision there 


fore should be made for pneumatic tanks in the propos ° 
pag Ge a e complete sewer system are clogged 


with sediment and alkali contained in the water.The cast iron sewer pi- 
pes,in the building,have been bored in a great many places to insert 
cleaning rods,and these openings are simply stopped with wooden plugs, 
which endanger the sanitary condition of the school. This system nsaed to 
be done over entirely. 

The Basement floor plan shows the present condition of the laun- 
dry,which in itself is altogether too small,where,in addition to laundzy 
equipment ,several other machines have been installed for want of proper 
place.The present Washer,which is the only mechanical laundry apparatus 
is a home made machine built eighteen years ago,consequently worn out 

dentirely inadequate.A complete set of modern machines in a proper pla 
"oe are an urgent necessity. 

Owing to the present system of sewer disposal which leave: the 
building at 24" above the basement floor,it is impossible to drain same 
and impossible also to have lavatories on that floor.It would be advise 
ble to have the septic tank and other sewer disposdéd of towards the Ri- 
ver, tb West,for the following reasons:Io The grade towards East is not 
sufficient to permit drain below basement floor;2o0 

20 The building of an addition on the east side,which is the om 
ly available place,is possible only if it can be dug to the present ba- 
sement floor line.OQtherwise it would mask the windows in the class room 
consequently only drain towards the River,west,can permit this; 

30 Since the River water is not used any more by the inhabitant 
even for watering stock,and since we will eventually have to bring the 
water from the Lake for the School,it is not advisable to continue to 
dispose of the sewer in that direction; 

40 The present cesspool and septic tank are in the way for the 
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proposed addition,and the cost of making thia change would not be ve- 
+s a because there is actually a good drain that was laid for this even- 

,gome years ago when renewing the water line to stable.Only the sep 
tie k and inside drain are the necessary extras. 

1¢ might not be out of place here to say a word about the River water 
used at present in the school.! was told at Pine Creek that this water is 
go bad,as to cause death to animals,which have no other place to water. 
Everybody drive thetr stock to the lake for watering.I have brought sam- 
ples of said River water and also sample of Lake Winnipegosis water(in ste- 
rilized bottles)to the Provincial Board of Health for analysis,which 
brought the following report: River water,hard,Colon Bacilli present; Bacte 
rial count 4000,not fit for domestic purposes. Lake water,soft,Colon Bacil 
li,none,bacterial count 3000;good drinking water.Signed:Dr F.Cadham. 

Of course this River water. is used only for sanitary purposes (Kitchen 
and other domestic use is ice water),but since the River water is the only 

kind in the house taps I have seen some pupils using it for drinking 

against the warning.The only remedy to this condition is to bring the wa- 
ter from the Lake.In the long run it will be less expensive.A profile of 
both grades West,in the front of the School towards River,and East behind 
the Sokool towards the Lake will give # clear idea of this possibility. 

The boys and girls play rooms are inadequate.The girls rooms are la» 
ge enough, but are to far apart.The boys room is to small altogether.The 
changes shown on the respective plans would improve this situation. 

The removal of the water tanks in the dormitories(which need to be m 
newed) while relieving the building of theif weight,will also provide the 
necessary bath accommodation. : 

hot ank is also necessary.At present,for bathing and laun- 
dry purposes they ng ani t one of the tanks in the attic, 
peat is very objectionable on account of the steam escaping from open 
t . 

The present lighting gas plant is old and a constant danger.The sa- 
me machine has caused an explosion some years ago and has been remodelled 
and installed in an other plawe,but the danger is always there because it 
ig impossible to have the Oaleium Carbide of a uniform sise to avoig ove 
generating at times.A good electric plant should replace the present sys 
tem. With reference to an electric plant it is very impoptant to use a sys 
tem where the generator itself carries the load, because, @ sourrent used 
ig drawn from the battery alone there is a los# of at least 30% in best 
condition(and more as the battery wears away) from storing and drawing 
from the battery. 


On the next page you will find the approximate cost of addition,am 
improvements and alterations. The Pine Creek School is in pressig need, 
and I ask you to ve kindly to this matter a most favourable considera- 
tion.Rev Brother Gauthier will supervise the whole work and see that it 
is properly done.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
No. 126-1-5 of the 23rd, instant regarding the lighting 
plant for the Pine Oreek Indian Residential School, and 
reply to say that so far as the Delco Light is cogeerned 
it was the intention to put in two units, It was on 
this basis that the report was made to me and, of course, 
this would have provided amply for the lighting require~ 
ments and I have no doubt would give excellent satisfaction. 


I note that the Oblate Order have a surplus 
Lister-Bruston outfit at Lebret which they would sell, 
If this outfit could be purchased at a reasonable figure, 
and the cost of installation were not going to be too 
great compared with the price given us for the Delco I 
would recommend that it be bought, for I know the outfit 
cannot have been in use more than a year and no doubt has 
been well taken care of during that time. The reason fa 
selling this plant is that the Montreal Engineering Company, 
Limited are running a power line close to the school and it 
is the intention to use this method of lighting. I would 
advise the Department if they have any intention of buying 
this machine to secure a price for it installed in the school. 
This organization has proper mechanics who could do this 
work, I should be glad to know what action it is intended 
to take in the matter. I could send an expert from here 
to look over the plant and see that everything is all right, 
but I strongly recommend that if the purchase is made it 
be on the understanding that they will install the plant.

If you look over your records ,you will notice that Pine Creek School 
has received less than any other school under our charge.Allow me to 
say,with all due respect,that those improvements should be done without 
delay as the situation,at Pine Greek School,seems to be almost intole- 
rable,particularly for the good Sisters.Do you remember I have mention- 
ed to you that the Oblate Sisters is the 3rd Community to take charge 
of the pupils,and that the material conditions had much to do with the 
departure of the Benedictine Sisters last August. 

According to Mr MoLean's letter,only a sum of about $ 9,000.00 is 
available for Pine Oreek,and"the question to be decided is-how should 
it be expended.The improvements contemplated are so linked together it 
ie a difficult task to make a choice.The requirements of Pine Creek 
School are all so pressing that it would be perhaps advisable to redu- 
ce the appropriation granted to other schools of our Province,unless 
you get a special allowance in the supplementary estimates. 

If absolutely impossible to have all the work done this year,I would 
suggest the following as more urgents 

Io New addition for Laundry, 

20 Laundry equipment, 

Zo Change of septic tank, 

40 Alterations inside the Building. 

Por these only a sum of about $ 13,000.00 would be necessary,and no 
soft water supply.Brother E.Gauthier had drawn a sketch for a larger 
Laundry Addition,but,on my advice,he has reduced its size.I am very 
douatful it could be smaller.I understand the steam boiler mentioned is 
to supply the power for all the laundry machinery.

formation I have received from Reverend Fr Léonard, work on the Laundry could not be 
delayed.The boiler is in a very bad shape and all the flues mst be replaced as soon 
as possible,one or two going out of order every week.Mr Graham has refused to renew 
the flues this spring. 

The Sisters would not consider my proposition.Three years ago they have asked 
Mr Scott to have an addition built to the Laundry, because the boiler,the engine and 
the coal bin being located close to the machinery, proper work could not be done and 
the linen was often soiled. 

The Reverend Principal would be satisfied with an addition and some new laun- 
dry equipment,at the cost of about $ 5,000.00, but this is not Mr Graham's plan. 
Bs What will be the fate of Pine Creek School? I still hope the Department of 
Indian Affairs will make a special appropriation for this school as its requirements 
are the most pressing.

‘otes on improvements 


s been insufficient. The dredge has stopped 
from the shore,the digging being there only 4 ft. 
The digging has started at about 1000 ft.,where 
7 ft. of water have been found over the hard psan,which rises 
gradually towards the shore. The machine,not being strong 
enough to penetrate the hard pen,has dug only the soft ground, 
which covers the hard pan,so that the work after all is not 
very useful,and we shall have to dig by hand to complete it, 
if we are not able to dynamite it. 


Sewer Pipe. The Sewer Pipe,which was supposed to be nsed for 
the Baptis tank and which we believed to be low enough,had 
to be abandoned,first from the fact that it is only 5' 4" 
under the ground level and thus does not permit the draining 
of. the wash room,furthermore from the fact that it is only 
4" dia. and et the point where it has beer uncovered, the 
sloping level did not show enough. 

From this the necesséty of snother canal of 
a length of S50 ft. down to the river. This canal,near the 
septic tank,is 6'4" deep ; at the road,in front the school, 
where the ground is higher,it is 9' 3" deep; from there it 
lowers «gradually down to the river with a declivity of 6" 
per 100 ft. 

We have needed for this canal 850 ft. of 
clay pipe,6 in. dia. 


Stones. All the work of digging,towards the lake for the 
Inlet pipe,as much as towards the river,as outlet for the 
septic tank,has been rendered more aifficult on account of 
the great quantity of stones contained in the ground. 

In places these stones were 80 big that we had to break 
them in order to pull them out or sink them to the bottom 
in digging a deeper hole. 


Herd pan. This digging was also made harder on account of 
the hard pan which is found everywhere at a depth of 3% or 
4 ft. The pick had to be used everywhere, penetrating 

# in.only at a time. 


Water Pipe. The inlet water pipe is 1800 ft. long and 

Ts laid ot 9 ft. deep for 50 ft. from the shore up to 

@ manhole cemented with a double wooden cover and put at 
the back of a gravel bank near the lake shore. The pipe 
then raises te the level of the lake,to wit at 4' 6" deep 
all throughout the muskeg with a gradation of 2 in. per 
hundred ft. up to the school,thus reaching a depth of 10 
ft. near the addition ; it rises to the surface in the 
machine room. 


Sewer system in the school. The sewer system having been 
condemned by a sanitary expert has to be renewed entirely.

Happily,in a way,it was discovered thus in time that one 
of the two side supports was corroded by rust,which menaced 
to eorrode the boiler iteelf.

The old boiler chimwgy will be used from now on 
for the kitchen range,ae the range chimney was also of a 
too swall diameter and will be veed now as adequate ventila~ 
ter for the kitchen.

The gravel has been derived from a pit situated 
at oS miles from the school,where it was found in thin 
layers thus necessitating more work and thus more expenses.

OF LABOUR ON IMPROVEMENTS at Pine Creek School 
e week ending August 17th,1929 up to date. 


Trench 3 fh. wide x 1975 ft. long,excavated to a depth of 10 

ft. at the building and continue with a dow grade of @ in. 
r 100 ft.,across the ridge ,and through the marsh. 

The letter is dug at an average of 4+ ft. 

At the bank of the lake there is built a concrete 
box 6'x4'x4' deep,with a 24 in. man-hole to provide room and 
access to two 3 in. gate valves and 3 in. check valve between 
the two gates. The top of man-hole has been kept 24 in. 
below top of bank and is covered with marsh loam level with 
the bank. Said conerete box and man-hole are provided 
with double covers ( with leam between ). 

Past the concrete box there is a drop with 456 
angles to 6 ft. below actual water level. 

From lake shore to where the dredge dug ( approx. 
180 ft. )we have made a coffer-dam with clay and we have 
excavated said distance and laid the pipe on same level and 
filled over. 

This conciudes,for the present,the extent of laying 
the pipe. When the lake will be frozen sufficiently,we in- 
tend to build a wooden coffer-dam to cut the clay bank between 
trench and excavation by the dredge,and continue the digging, 
from the top of the ice,at the same level,as far as necessary 
to complete the work which was supposed to have been done by 
the dredge. 


LAYING OF PIPE AND FILTING OVER. 


The water pipe is laid in a wooden bom,made out of 2 in. stock, 
4x 4 in. inside,all the distance from machinery room to con- 
crete man-hole at the lake shore,to protect the pipe from 
frost and chiefly to protect it from contact with clay,which 
contains a large percentage of alkali,considered by experts 
as injurious to even galv. pipe. 

Past the concrete box as far as the water,the pipe 
is coated with asphalt paint for the same reason. 


From machinery room and for a distance approx. 400 
ft.,where the trench is not more thah 8' 6" deep,the filling 
ie clay only. From that point to the marsh and through the 
marsh to the concrete box the pipe is covered with at least 
1 ft. of marsh loam,then levelled with clay and finally ban- 
pe over with marsh loam 2 ft. thick and 20 ft. wide all a- 

ong. 

The remaining part of the trench,from the conore- 
te box to free water in the lake,is filled entirely with 
marsh loam. 


In the whole course of the suction pipe from the 
pump to intake in the lake,sharp angles have been elimina- 
ted. Only four 450 elbows have been used and three ball 
joints supplied to be instelled,if necessary,in the course 
to be laid in the lake,

ERATING AND PLUMBING. 


Sewer and drain pipes ere all laid in under floore in old 

as well as in the new building,and plumbing fixtures in ola 
building taken down and re-erected . A new heating boiler 
for the schocl has been erected in place of the old one taken 
out and the other one repaired and repset according to re- 
quirements of boiler inspector,and heating syetem repaired. 

A new boiler 36 in. x 10 ft. ( high pressure ) has been set 
in the new building. 


A new chimmey with a 24 in. flue was necessary 
for the efficient working of the boilers ir the school 
and has been built accordingly. The olf chimney was only 
12 in x 14 in. and is to be used for the kitchen stove, 
which has not the proper size flpe in the present chimey. 
Same is to be used as ventilator for the kitchen. 


MATERIAL PURCHASED. 


Lumber,including doore ,windows and cement ,has been provided, 
as per list forwarded to the Department,end is practically 
complete with the exception of a little extra,which will be 
required. 


Laundry machinery,comprising 2 washers, 1 extractor,and a 
tumbler dryer,have been purchased from the beever “achinery 
fo. of Toronto for the sum of $ 2,250.00,F.0.B. Toronto. 

From experience gathered from the staffs in other 
schools,it is found that the one large washer usually instal- 
led,is more costly to operate than two small ones,for the 
reason that small batches require the same large amount 
of water and suds as large oned,and with two machines, 
one can be left for coarse washi 4 the other for white 
articles,and the original cost i8/;the same. 


Two pneumatic water tanks 5' x 12' and one hot water tank 
26" x 12' with coil has also been purchased from “enitoba 
Sridge and Iron Works ,Winnipeg,for the sum of $ 19070,00, 
F. 0. B. Winnipegosis.

SEPTIC TANK AND TRENCH TO RIVER. 


The septic tenk is built according to the plan prepared 
by C. He Attwood,Dist. Chief Engineer, Dom. Water Power & 
Reclamation Service,Winnipeg,for McIntosh Jndian School, 
and is of exactly same dimensions,with the exception that 
inetead of double 3 in. planck covers, specified for the 
latter,we have made a steel reinforced concrete cover 10 
in. thick,for the reason that owing to the depth we had 
enough earth covering to protect from frost. 

Two 20 in. conerete man-holes,with one wooden 
cover below and cast iron frame and cover for the top, 
and proper vent pipe are also provided. 


The sewer trench to the river has taken 6 aif- 
ferent course and it reaches the river about 200 fte 
south of the point indicated on profile submitted to Dept. 
The total length is 850 ft. It starts at the tank with 
a depth of 8' 4",and continues with a grade of 6 in. per 
100 ft. The deepest point is 9' 3",where it crosses the 
grade of the public road. 


Along the sewer pipe ( 6 in. vitrified tile ) 
there ie @ 1¢ galv. pipe as far as the horse and cattle 
stables to supply same from new system. The trench is 
filled and levelled all along,with the addition of some 
banking over the last 200 ft. 


The reason for digging a new trench and instal- 
ling new drain is that the drain intended to be used was 
found to be only 5' 4" below ground level at the school; 
consequently not deep enough to drein the laundry in the 
new building. 


Trenches aéross the old building and to the 
various fixtures in the old and new buildings had to be 
dug. In the old building it necessitated cutting of 
wooden and concrete floors. 


In the whole course of digeing,inside as well 
as outside,with the exception of about one foot of loan, 
hard pan and stones have been found all along; not & sho- 
velful could be lifted without loosening the ground with 
the pick. 


ERECTION OF NEW BUILDING. 


The new building has been excavated to finish floor at 

the same level as the old one. A 10 in. concrete wall 
foundation on a 22 in. wide footing,7' 6" in all from foun- 
dation to 3" above ground level,has been built for main 
pbuilding and passage. The passage is 16 ft. x 5 ft. 

( inside ) and main building is 65 x 36 ft. ineide ). 


The original p&&n bas been reduced by 4 ft. on the length 
and the location moved 9 ft. towards the south in order to 
eliminate the passage through the kitchen es shown on paan. 


Te frame on new building,ineluding passege ( excepting roof 
on the two story part,is erected,the dalside sheeting is on 
and window and outside door frames are in place. 

The flat roof is temporarily finished with 1 ply of roofing 
paper,as it is too cold to net the intented asphalt roof. 


The carpenters have starteé working overtime at night on 
alterations in the basement of old building. 
Concrete foundations 12 in. ebove flaor level are provided 
for all partitions in the new building.

In NOURABLE CHARLES STEWART. 


It has been found necessary to make improvements 
to the heating, water supply and sewage disposal and to 
provide a laundry building with modern equipment at the 
government-owned Pine Creek Indian Residential School, 
on Lake Winnipegosis. The original estimate was $23,600; 
but, when our Estimates for the current year were 
prepared, it was thought that less would be needed this 
fiscal year, and an item of $12 ,800 was included. The 
Oblate Order has undertaken the work, under the super- 
vision of Brother Gauthier, who is one of their best 
mechanics. The repairs and improvements were found very 
urgent and have been undertaken in a businesslike manner. 
It is now necessary to give a little more assistance. 
Fortunately, the Appropriation for Indian Education can 
stand an additional charge of $5,000, and I propose, 
with your approval, to so inform the Oblate Order. I 
am informed that it would be very inconvenient to take 
the lay Brothers and others off the job at the present 
time. An item in next year's Main Estimates will 
provide funds for the completion of the work. The 
main building will then be thoroughly modern. 
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pecember 56, 1929. 
Dear Father Magnan: 


On the 20th instant, Father Brachet and Brother 
Gauthier forwarded reports on the improvements that are 
being made at the Pine Creek Indian Residential Sehool. It 
appears that the authority of $12,800 is being greatly 
execeded, and I am uncertain as to how the work will be 
financed. I have just had an interview with the Reverend 
Pather Guy, end 1 understand that the programme should be 
completed if at all possible. Department officers inform 
me that there would serious inconvenience if the rest 
of the improvement was postponed until next year and have 
assured me that the main building itself is worth the 
proposed expenditure. 


I have decia@ed to allow an additional grant of 
$5,000 this year. This should be used to pay for materials, 
As in the past, certified vouchers, in duplicate, should 
be forwarded to Ottawa for payment. The expenditure for 


materials over and above the Department's grant and all 
labour costs should be paid by the Oblate Fathers. An 
effort will be made to secure an item in our Mein 
Estimates so that reimbursement can be made next spring. 
Father Brachet is being informed.

Sewer end drain pipes ere ell laid in undsr floors in o14 

as well ae in the new puilding.end plumbing fixtures in 014 
puilding taken down and re-erected . A new heating boiler 
for the schocl hes been erected in place of the old one taken 
out and the other one repaired and re/set according to re- 
quirements of boiler inepector,and heating system repeired. 

A new boiler 36 in. x 10 ft. ( high pressure ) has been set 
in the new building. 


A new chimney with o 24 in. flue was necessary 
for the efficient working of the boilers i» the sohool 
and has been built accordingly. The olf chimey was only 
12 in x 14 in. and is to be used for the kitchen stove, 
which has not the proper size flpye in the present chimey.

SEPTIC TANK AND TRENCH TC RIVER. 


The ny tank is built according to the plan prepared 
by OC. H. Attwood, Dist. Chief Engineer ,Dom. Water Power & 
Reclamation Service, Winnipeg , for MeIntosh Indian School, 
and is of exactly seme dimensions,with the exception that 
dinetead of double 2 in. planck eovere specified for the 
latter,we have made 6 steel reinforced oonerete cover 10 
in. thick,for the resesn that owing to the depth we hed 
enough earth covering to protect from frost. 

fwo 20 in. concrete man-holes,with one wooden 
cover below and cast 4ron frame and cover for the top, 
and proper vent pipe ere also provided. 


The sewer trench to the river has taken a dif- 
ferent course and it reaches the river about 200 ft. 
gouth of the point 4ndieated on profile gubmitted to Dept. 
The total length ie 850 ft. It etarte at the tank with 
a depth of 8' 4",and eontinues with a grade of 6 in. per 
100 ft. The deepest point ie 9' 3S" where it crosses the 
grede of the public road. 


Along the sewer pipe ( 6 im. vitrified tile ) 
there is e 1¢ gelv. pipe as far as the horse and cattle 
stables to supply same from new system. The trench is 
filled end levelled all along, with the addition of some 
banking over the last 200 ft. 


The reason for dtgetas a new trench and instel- 
ling new drein is that the drain intended to be used was 

found to be only &' 4” below ground level at the school; 

consequently not deep enough to drein the leundry in the 

new building. 


frenches aéross the old building and to the 
various fixtures in the old end new buildings had to be 
dug. In the old building it necessitated cutting of 
wooden and concrete floors. 


In the whole course of digeing,ineide as well 
as outeide,with the exception of about one foot of loan, 
herd pan end stones have been found all along; not a sho- 
velful could be lifted without loosening the ground with 
the pick. 


EREOTION OF NEW BUILDING. 


The new building has been excavated to finieh floor at 

the seme level as the old one. A 10 in. conorete wall 
foundation on a 22 in. wide footing,7' 6" 4n all from foun- 
detion to 3" above ground level, has been built for main 
building and passage.

DIGGING FOR WATER PIPE LINE ( special 3 in. galv. ) 
from new buildt to lake. 


Trench 3 fh. wide x 1975 ft. long,exeavated to a depth of 10 
ft. at the building and continue with a dom grade of 2 in. 
100 ft.,across the ridge ,and serene the marsh. 

e latter ie dug et an average of 4% ft. 

At the dank of the lake there is puilt a conorete 
pox 6'x4'x4' deep,with a 24 in. man-hole to provide room and 
access to two 3 in. gate valves ani 3 in. check valve between 
the two gates. The top of man-hole has been kept 24 in. 
below top of bank and ic covered with mersh loam level with 
the bank. Said conorete box and man-hole are provided 
with double covers ( with leam between ). 

Past the concrete box there is a drop with 450 
angles to 6 ft. below actual water level. 

Prom lake shore to where the dredge dug ( approx. 
180 ft. )we have made a coffer-dem with clay and we have 
excavated said distance and laid the pipe on same level and 
filled over. 

This concludes,for the present,the extent of laying 
the pipe. When the lake will be frosen sufficiently,we in- 
tend to build a wooden coffer-dam to out the clay bank between 
trench and excavation by the dredge,and continue the digging, 
fror the top of the ice,at the same level,as far as necessary 
to complete the work which was supposed to have been done by 
the dredge. 


LAYING OF PIPE AND FILTING OVER. 


The water pipe is laid in a wooden bom,made out of 2 in. stock, 
4x 4 in. ineide,all the distance from machinery room to con- 
crete man-hole at the lake shore,to protect the pipe from 
frost and chiefly to protect it from contact with clay,which 
contains a large percentage of alkali,considered by experts 
as injurious to even galv. pipe. 

Past the concrete box as far as the water,the pipe 
ie coated with asphalt peint for the same reason. 


Prom machinery room and for @ distance approx. 400 
ft.,where the trench is not more thah 8' 6" deep,the filling 
is clay only. From that point to the marsh and through the 
mersh to the concrete box the pipe is covered with at least 
1 ft. of marsh loam,then levelled with olay and finally ban- 
_— over with marsh loam 2 ft. thick and 20 ft. wide all a- 

ong 
The remaining part of the trench,from the concre- 
te box to free water in the lake,is filled entirely with 
mareh loam. 


In the whole course of the suction pipe from the 
pump to intake in the lake,sharp angles have been elimina- 
ted. Only four 450 elbows have been used and three ball 
joints supplied to be dnetelled,if necessery,in the course 
to be laid in the leke.

St. Boniface,Man.,to the effect that a complete 
Laundry Equipment would be set at the Pine Creek 
School,owing to the fact that we were very miserably 
equiped with only a worn out washer. Consequently 
Laundry Machines were bought by Rev. Bro. Gauthier, 
O.M.I.,Supervisor of the works here,and the eccounts 
were sent to the Department on November 24th,1929, 
to the amount of $ 2,250.00. At the same time 
Rev. Bro. Geuthier had ordered from the same Company 
a Laundry Stove,but on account of different misunder- 
standings and inexplicable delays it came only late- 
ly. 


This stove is indeed singularly high in 
price,likely from the fact that only 4 few of this m- 
ke are sold. It is destined to heat the irons which 
the girls are to use for ironing. It is very unsatis- 
factory to have a tiny stove for such © purpose,as 
then th®@ is no end to the work.

Re-FIRE PROTECTION .- 


I beg to inform the Department that we had 
unhappily the misfortune of losing the beautiful 
Church that had been erected 20 years ago and was 
the object of admiration for all visitors coming to 
our distant wilderness 


It was by chance that we succeeded to pro- 
tect the School building itself ; owing to fact that 
the walls of the both buildings Church and School 
that were of stones , that no wind could spread the 
firejend above all because we had powerful means to 
struggle the fire . These means were the high pres- 
sure watering system that the Department granted us 
last winter and the numerous extinguishers . 


If now we have to deplore only the loss 
for the Ourch Authorities of the substantial buildim 
that belonged to them , we have to think for the fu- 
ture . 

In consideration of the distance from all 
civilization and of the denger always imminent , I 
have taken the liberty of reordering REFILLS for all 
our extinguishers that were exhausted and of a cer- 
tain number of canvas hose that proved too short 


I have no idea of the approximate of price 
for same , but I expect that the Department would not 
blame the initiative taken by one who dont wish to 
see our work destroyed in a trice as well as the beau- 
tiful and well equipped school trusted to our care. 
Moreover I would appreciate to be authorized for this 
purchase .

I have your letter of the 27th ultimo, with 
reference to the recent fire which destroyed the fine 
ehurch at Pine Creek. I em very glad that the new 
water supply system gave the protection the sehool 
building needed. The Department will allow a grant 
of $40 a month for a night watehman at this sehool. 
It ie understood that he must constantly patrol the 
wailding, from bedtime to rising bell. This grant 
will be payable to you, upom receipt of a voucher, 
say, twice yearly. 


With reference to Francis Mokay, the 15 
year o14 boy who has been setting fires, I am writing 
to Mr. Indian Agent Waite, asking him to discuss the 
matter with the loeal detachment of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. I dislike sendi an Indian boy to 
a reformatory, but it appeare thet, in his ease, some 
eorrective measures are necessary.

to set the School on fire and has confeseed his crime. 
He was foiled in his criminal design by the segepacse 
of the watchman who had been appointed immediately 
after the burning of our chureh, the 27th of Sept- 
ember. The fire was set, very likely. by the same 
boy. He has been expelled from the school, but it 
occurs to me that a more adequate punishment would 
be in order. He could be apprehended by the police 
and sent, at least, to a correction sehool." 


Will you please discuss this case with the 
loeal R. C. M. P. and, if you believe that the boy 
should be apprehended ani placed on trial, you should 
so advise the officer co:manding the loeal detachment. 
If the facts are as represented, I believe that a 
term in a reformatory would have a good effect.

.. Report Re Fire at Camperville, Manitoba. 


The fire occurred at about 5,00 a.m. on September 29th, 
1930, in the church building owned by Les Reverends Peres Oblats. 


The building was 150" x 50° and was built of stone and 
roof of sheet metal, being heated from central heating plant 
outside the building, and lighted by electricity. 


The building end contents are insured as follows;~- 
Policy No. 621028, in the Ocean, $4,000 on building, and Policy 
No. 458173, the Royal Insurance Company, $8,000 and $2,000 on 
contents, total insurance on building and contents of $14,000. 


The contents were valued at about $7,000 and ore a 
total loss, the building being valued at $26,000 with a loss of 
$21,205. The total loss sustained by this fire being in the 
vicinity of $28,000. 


On making inquiries in regard to the fire it was 
learned that 0. Bourbennier who is the engineer on the property 
was awakened by his wife who 1 formed him that there was a light 
in the church. Bourbennior’s residence being about one hundred 
yards distance. On looking out of his house he observed it 
was e fire ond he ran to the school building end sent in the 
fire alarm in the school and then ren¢g the chureh bell. 


On entering the chureh he could see no fire but the 
ehurch was full of smoke. 


On being advised of the fire Sister St. John,who was 
residing in the school building, rushed into the church with two 
fire extinguishers, entering by the side door into the vestry 
room at the back of the alter. Un arriving there she found the 
cupboard holding the vestments on fire and a fire burning on the 
south side of the cupboard. There was also a flame on the floor.e 
She operated the extinguisher and extinguished all the fire at 
the bottom of the cupboard. The top of the cupboard was about 4 
foot from the ceiling and it was still burning. She could see 
no fire on the inside of the chureh with the exception of this 
fire in the cupboard. 


The Rev. C. Comeau, Assistent Prinoipel, was sleeping 
in the school building on the morning of the fire and was awakened 
by the alarm. He rushed over to the church and observed « fire 
behind the alter. He immediately gave orders and superintended 
the operation of the fire extinguishing apparatus end an endeavor 
was'made to check the fire, but it appeers thet one of the couplings 
on the hose was defective ence it was pulled apart end by the time 
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the men cot the hose repaired and in working order the fire ‘as 
beyond control. 


It might be seid that the Mission et Camperville consists 
of a large three story stone school building, containing a lerge 
number of pupils all being Indien children, a numb r of farm 
buildings and the church destroyed, and being under the charge of 
the Rev. M. 0. Bretagne, GeMel., Vico Pyincipal. The sev. Father 
Bretugne was absent in Winnipeg at the time of the fire. 


This fire wes investigated by inspector fuller, “e: ident 
Inspector of the Fire Gommissioner's Branch at Dauphin nd no cause 
could be found for the fire end there was a suspicion that the fire 
was not of aceidental origin and inquiries were being continued. 


On the 15th of November Inspector Fuller received a 
communication from the Rev. Father Bretagne, dated the llth of 
November, requesting him to come to Gamperville as there had been 
» new object of fire which might have some connection with the 
chureh fire. 


On receipt of this comaunication, the writer accomp nied 
Inspector Fuller to Compervilie on Thursday the 20th of Novem er and 
commenced an investigation. 


On our arrivel Fether Bretagne informed us that a fire 
hed been discovered in the furnace rcom of the school on the evening 
of Monday the 10th November and thet on amelling smoke he hi d made 
a search for the fire and found it in the furnace room burning on 
partition between two studs. He extinguished this fire with a fire 
extinguisher. 


On moking an inspection of this fire it was found that 
the fire had its origin between the cordwood pile and the p rtition 
and hod travelled up towards the studs and from the nature of the 
burning it would appear that it had got a good start before being 
@iscovered and thet fb was only through the prompt action of Father 
Bretagne thet the building was seved from destruction. 


The fire, it might be st ted, was discovered just about 
6.00 p.m. as the pupils were commenging suppere 


From the conditions existing and the time the fire 
occurred we had « suspicion that this fire hed been caused by some~- 
one in the building, and on the following day ten of the pupile 

\ were questioned by the writer, no one being present in the room 


t but the pupil under interroget ion. 


At about 3.50 in the afternoon the writer was able to 
btein from Roger Napakisit or Flatfoot, an Indian boy, fifteen 
years of age, & confession that he was responsible for the fire. The 
ye boy states that he had been painting pert of the building that day 


\¢ ae a number of other boys and when the bell rang at a quarter to 
six 
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Wreney all proceeded to the wash room and discorded their overalls 
and washed their hands. This boy states that after he washed 
his hands he left the building by the side door in the wash room 
and ran around the building and on his way he picked up some 
small pieces of wood, carried them in his hands «nd went to the 
furnace room. He found the furnace room door open and he entered 
and placed the wood thet he hed picked up in about the center of 
the cord wood pile against the partition. He then opened the 
door of the furnace and took a thin piece of wood and lit it by 
tho flame and placed it in the chips which he had placed in the 
cord wood pile against the pertition. It atarted to burn and he 
ren away leaving the door of the furnace open. 


He then entered through the door leadi: from the 
recrestion room and entered the recreation room. There were no 
boys there when he entered this room amd he then ran along the 
sorridor to the refactory where dinner was being served and was 
the lest boy in the refactory for dinner. He states he set this 
fire beosause he did not like the school and wanted out to work. 


Rather Bretagne also informed the inspectors that about 
three weeks ago a fire had been discovered in the closet of the 
school building and on meking inquiries they suspected a boy named 

} Francis MoGoy, and Indian boy aged about fifteen. 


On being closely questioned by the Rev. Fathers the boy 
at first denied all knowledge of the fires but on the Yathers m king 
a promise to him that he would not be punished but thet he would be 
dismissed from the school, the boy ea itted setting three separnte 
fires in the building, two being under the stairways and one in the 
closet. However, on the position of these fires being pointed out 
to the inspector it »as found thet thoy had done no damage and had 
apparently died out of their own accord. 


In a statement to Father Sretague, the boy told him that 
the first fire he had set in the school was two days after the fire 
in the church. 


In view of the promise made to the boy, the Fathers feel 
thet it was their duty to keep this promise and the boy was sent 
home to his Father at Yuck Say. However, before leaving for Yuck 
Bay, Constable Bayfield of the Provineisl Police happened to be at 
the Mission and was informed of what had occurred and the Constable 
then took McVoy before all the pupile and gave them a warning 
aginst set-ing fires in the school. 


After s confession was obtained from Roger Napakisit 

Inspector 7uller and the writer accompanied by Yather Comesu 
proceeded to Duck Bay in order to have an interview with rrancis 
MeVoy, who had been responsible for the three previous fires in the 
school, and it might be said at this time hoe hed denied all knowledge 
of the fires in the church to the Fathers. However, feelin that this 

LP might be responsible for the fire in the church it was thought

On arriving et Duck Bay, the boy was closely questioned 
by the writer in the presence of Inspector “uller when he finally 
admitted setting the fires in the church. 


He stated that he found the matciies in box in the 
cupboard behind the alter in the school chapel and that he started 
a fire in the dust box which was lying in the cupboard where th 
boy's cassocks were kept and some of the pricsts vestments and that 
when he dropped the match into this box he closed the door of the 
cupboard. On being questioned as to why he hed set fire to the 
church he said that he wa lonely and thet he did not want to go 
to school but wanted out to work and thet he thourht if there was 

big fire in the church that it would catch on to the school and 
burn the school. 


As regards the two boys who are responsible for these 
fires, it might be said that they are both about the same mentslity 
and the impression gained by the writer is that they ere not bright 
boys and that they are the big boys of the school and feel it having 
to associate with the smaller boys and would rather be out working. 


It is difficult to determine just whet punishment should 
be meted out to these boys responsible for the fires, and on 
discussing the matter with Ley. Father Bretagne, the conclusion 
arrived at was that no <oo4 purpose could be geined by laying a 
charge of arson against them, and having them brought before the 
courts and probably senteneed to a term in a detention home. The 
boys, in thie event, would be out of their natural clement ond a 
continual watch would have to be kept over them as there is a 
probability they would make an attempt to destroy their place of 
detention. 


In view of these conditions I would, therefore, recommend 
that the matter be left in the hands of the church authorities to 
deal with the boys as they may see fit. Father bretagne assures 
me thet these two boys will not be allowed to return to the school. 


It might be stated that the school building is the prop- 


erty of the Vominion Government, and under the charge of the 
Department of Indien Affairs.

first report: 

I have the honor to report that during the 
latter part of September,1930,the Roman Catholic Church 
at Camperville,Man,was destroyed by fire. The matter 
was investigated at the time by Insp.J.L.Fuller of the 
Manitoba Pire Comiissioner's Department and it was found 
that the origin was incendiary. Investigation revealed 
the fact that one, Francis McKay,an Indian boy,aged 14 years, 
an inmate of the Pine Creek Reserve Indian Residential 
School, which adjoins the church,had deliberately set the 
fire for the express purpose of being expelled from the 
school. He made a written confession to Insp. Puller. No 
action was taken by the authorities at this time. 


Regarding thie matter I recently received a 
letter from Mr.J.Waite,Indian Agent,Portage la Prairie, 


Man. , enclosing a letter addressed to him from the Dep't 

of Indian Affaire relative to the advisability of 

prosecuting Francis McKay and having him committed to a 

reformatory. Ayqnsensiy the Catholic Church authorities 
actio 


wished this n taken. 

In order to acquaint myself with the facts I 
endeavoured to gain the privilege of looking over Mr. 
Puller's file in conjunction with the Wanitoba Provincial 
Police who were interested in the matter,but in due course 
was advised by Sergt.G.A.Renton of the Maniteba Provincial © 
Police, Dauphin, Man, that the matter was in the hands of 

the Attorney General who was in communication with Ottawa 
respecting the prosecution of Francis McKay under the 
Juvenile Offenders Act. Mr Waite was so advised. 

Nothing further has been heard of the matter 
up to this time,but presume the prosecution will be 
proceeded with in due course. r 

The Chureh in question is the property of the 
Oblate Fathers of Mary Immaculate and stood on property 
belonging to the Church on the outskirts of the scattered 
village of Camperville.

I beg to refer to your letter of the 17th inste» 
in which you state that, owing to a rule of the Treasury 
Board, you deduct 10% from the wages earned Mr. Marr 
for his work at the Pine Creek Residential School, with 
the presumption that the charge of $5.00 per day is the 
prevailing rate of pay ir this district. 


I consider it my duty to make to your Depart~- 
ment in this question a neces rectification.e When 
I went to see Mr. Thos. Marr 
engaging his services at the school, I asked him which 
wages he would consent to work for, and he said: 75 cents 
per hour, as he had been assured by Geo. Renof, his member, 
that such was the rate of pay accepted by the Indian 
Department. I stated that I could not consent to give 
these high wages in the present crisis, but that I would 
willingly make the vouchers for 50 cents per hour. 


Mr. Marr has given regularly big sum of work, 
either personally or in the conduct of the sehool pupils, 
whom he had to assist him constantly, and I would consider 
it quite unfair, after I had deducted already 33% from his 
wages that he should lese again 10%. 


I trust, therefore, that, owing t® this explanation, 
you will kindly see that the Department sends to Mr. Thos. 
Marr, of Minitonas, Man., the sum of $35.05, Which is due to 
him in justice.

We have not 
been able to obtain from the Department any help 
for this expenditure,although we have asked for 
it year after year,and our general man & engi- 
neer is to leave us this spring. 


Since the 25th of February,1930, 
date at which the engineer's house was destroyed 
by a chimney fire,our engineer has been living 
with his father-in-law. The house has cost $ 200.00;

I would suggest that I believe there should 
be better light in the dormitories. The windows give 
some light but they are small and of such a construc- 
tion that the beneficial rays of the sun do not reach 
the sleeping room as I believe they should. One 
other factor of health has come to my notice and I 
would suggest that as the Indian child has the ob- 
stacle of tuberculosis to fight and no matter how well 
we may check these cases coming into our schools, we 
will have the cases that will not do so well and for 
these cases a sun balcony or solarium is one way .. 
that might help such cases. These items are of some 
expense but as conditions improve I believe and 
monies become easier to get that some consideration 
could be given to the ... correction of the dormitor- 
ies and in providing a small solarium for the children, 
especially the ones that show poor health progress 
at school. At present we have no gun room. I 
humbly submit these suggestions, hoping as circun- 
stances improve that we will have your further 
consideration in respect to any correction you may

Our Lister Automatic Electric Plant 
has worked very satisfactorily since March,1930. 
I had thought of waiting to put on the Estima- 
tes 1934-1935 the item of the renewal of our 
Batteries. But after keeping up for the last 
44 years,they are failing and giving away, 
and I am obliged to ask for the help of the 
Department sooner than I expected. 


The Exide Batteries of Canada Ltd., 
Winnipeg,charged the sum of y 256.85 for putting 
the Batteries in order when they were bought by 
the Department from the Seminery of Lebret. 

It would be rather hard for a Company to tell 
exactly beforehand the total cost of renewing 
batteries,without seeing them. I believe,howe- 
ver,that the cost should be likely similar. 

To avoid any fear of high cost to the Depart- 
ment,I would be willing to pay any expenditu- 
re in excess of ¥ 250.00 ; I would also take 
care of all the transportation charges. 


The time of vaeation,the summer, 
is the propitious period when batteries are 
needed at their minimum,and when they can be 
most easily replaced. Later it is very herd 
to do without them. I hope, therefore, that 
you would kindly obtain for us the necessary 
authorization to proceed with the renewal of 
our batteries immediately.

The attached letter is a report re- 
ceived from Yates, Neal & Co.,and attached 
thereto is the letter from Father Brachet to 
the Company, advising the authorization to 
have the venting done. 


Department letter above noted, states 
definitely, that there are no funds in which 
to install vents in the roof, and it appears 
evident that Father Brachet has had further 
authorization from the Department. 


There is no doubt that this work was 
very necessary, as sewer gases formed in the 
soil pipes, causing a bubbling in toilets and 
wash basins, often to the extent of flooding 
floors, and the only way this could be remed- 
ied was by carrying a vent pipe from the system 
to the smoke stack.

Regarding a night watchman for the Portage la 
Prairie School, I would point out that last year a grant for 
silary was provided from December 1st to March 31 following, & 
period of four months. There is not the same need for a night 
watohman at this echool during the period the furnace is in 
operation as at the firet two named schools. Our funds for the 
purpose are extremely limited and are assigned between the 
aifferent residential schoole in Canada. It is, therefore, 
difficult to inerease the period for which this service is 
provided. We will, however, in the case of the Portage la 
Prairie School, allow a grant at the rate of $30 a month for 
the night watehman's services for the period November ist, 1936, 
to Maroh 31, 1937. 


You should forward accounts at the end of each 
month in favour of the princi s of the schools for the amounte 
due for the salaries of the night watchmen.

During my recent visit to the Pine Creek Indian 
Residential School, the Sister Superior requested that 
certain changes be made in the layout of the rooms 
used as infirmary's for the pupils. At present two 
rooms are available for hospitals with a toilet ad 
joining. There is no room for the nurse. I beg to 
enclose a sketch of the rooms with the suggested im- 
provements. At present the girls imfirmary and the 
nurses room are the only rooms used, and the suggestion 
is that the toilet room be partitioned for an infirmary 
for the buys, leaving a room for the nurse between the 
two imfirmaries. The toilet would have to be changed, 
a door cut in the wall, and the washbasin placed on 
the proposed partition. The bath would also have to be 
moved closer to the proposed door, I was not able to 
get prices for this work as the school is more or less 
isolated, and it would be expensive to get a plumber in 
to make an emtimate of the cost. The placing of the 
partition and cutting a place through the wall woulda not 
be expensive, but a first class carpenter would have to 
be employed, 


I beg to suggest that this improvement be allowed 
to stand for the present. In the course of time repairs 
will have to be made to the plumbing system and then would 
be the time to have an estimate made on this improvement. 


I believe the suggestion is excellent, and is approved 
by the Doctor. The pencil marks shows the position of the 
door and partition,
